1 Give yow many thanks for imparting ſo much (as I earn- 
eſtly deſired to know) of that Scotch Copy of Chaucer, 
and am glad to hear that Georgius Syncellus is at laſt ar- 
rivd. The reafon, why I inſerted in my laſt that paſſage 
concerning the judgement of Cambridge in the caſe of Fryer 
Raſſel, was not any concurrence or approbation of my own, 
as to the jus divinum : but in regard yow had in yowr Hi- 
ſtory of tythes printed the like letters of. this Univerſity, I 
conceiv'd, yow might not be unwilling to know, (as matter 
of fact) what Cambridge had done at the ſame time, and up- 
on the fame occaſion. I might add upon the ſame account, 
what I have mett with in our old Regiſters, - that when that 
controverſie was ſo carried, the Univerſity requir'd by a ſpe. 
cial ſtatute of Proceeders here an abjuration of the opinion 
of Ruſſel; which ſtatute and oath was afterwards in Edw. Gt“. 
time expreſsly abrogated. 

I am very ſorry to hear of the death of Mr. Patrick Young, 
in whom I have not onely loſt a friend, whom I highly va. 
lued, but the publick more. It is not unknown to yowrlelf, 
that he had for many years been a gatherer (eſpecially out 
of Greek MSS.) and had tranſcrib'd many things not fitt to 
be loſt. He had almoſt promiſed me to ſettle himſelf here at

That tempeſt, which fo 
long hover'd, has now.tallen ſo heavy upon our heads, that 
all our pilots have forſaken the helm, and let the ſhip drive. | 
The Pro Vice-Chancellors, Proctors, and other Officers and 
Miniſters of the Univerſity have withdrawn themſelves, I 
might add much (but I fear this may be too much) of this 
kind, as the ſenſe of the moſt and beſt in this place, who fly 
ſo high upon the point of loyalty aud privilege, as if they 
were ambitious of ſuffering. For my ſelfe, (and tho I have 
little correſpondence with particulars, I believe I am not fin- 
gular) I could be well enough contented to fit down with a 
Confeſſour's place, and not envy my betters the glory of this 
martyrdom, I cannot think, that we are bound by any obli- 
gation of law or conſcience from acknowledging my Lord 
of Pembroke for our Chancellour. But for the new deſign'd 
Proctors and Heads of Houſes (Chriſt-Church excepted) 
we do not ſee, (with ſubmiſſion be it ſpoken) why thoſe 
Colleges, to whom the right of election regularly belongs, 
may not challenge it by vertue of the articles, by which the 
rights of all and every of them is promiſed to be ſaved. And 
tho we know the practiſe of former times is no rule for the 
preſent, nor the actions of Kings any laws of Parliaments 
yet we cannot chooſe but obſerve the difference. Heretofore, 
when upou occaſion Princes have ſometimes depos'd the 
Proctors, ſometimes preferr'd Heads of Houſes to Biſho- 
pricks; yet they alwaies left the election of their Succeſſors 
tree, according to the reſpective Statutes of the Univerſity 
and Colleges, and did not otherwiſe interpoſe, (tho' it was 
thought a point of their prerogative) than at moſt by letters of 
recommendation, which were many times not obey'd, and 
that with impunity. But whatſoever yow pleaſe to command, 
we muſt now obey ; and it will perhaps not at all offend our 
moſt eager Adverſaries, if we chooſe to do it, rather by ſuf- 
ferance than compliance, which is already the reſolution of a 
good many; and perhaps his Turn is not farr of, who, tho he 
would not be over haſty to offer the Sacrifice of tools by a 
peremptory oppoſition to an extraordinary and irreſiſtible

2. A lay Prebend at Shipton belonging to the Ch. of &% 
rum, annexed to the Profeſſour of Civil Law by K. James 
20. Mar tii 15. Jacobi. 

3. A Prebend in the Ch. of Worceſter, annex'd to the L 
Margaret's Lecture by K. Charles 5c. Julii anno regni #9. 

4. A Prebend in Chriſt-Ch. Oxon. anncx'd to the Hebrew 

Reader by King Charles 199. Junii anno regni 6, 

5. A Prebend in Chriſt-Ch. annex'd to the Univerſity O- 
rator's place by King Charles 215. Decembris 11. Caroli. 

The Originals of theſe grants, under the broad Seals of K. 
James and K. Charles, are by this Bearer Mr. Blagrave to be 
brought to vou, which it was thought fit to diſpatch before 
hand, not knowing how ſoon there may be uſe of them. 

Belides theſe latter Augmentations made to the Profel 
ſours, their ancient Salary of qo/. per annum was at firlt

valve of 40ol. on condition the K. ſhou'd free them, the D. 
and Chapt. from the perpetuall maintenance of ten Lecturers 
(viz. five in Oxon, and five in Cambridge) one of Divinity, 
Civil Law, Phyſick, Hebrew and Greek, in each Univerſity, 
This the King did in this Univerſity by charging the D. and 
Chapt. of Chriſt- Ch. in Oxford of his laſt foundation with 
the payment of thoſe yearly Salaries to the Profeſſours. 

This Univerſity have right to preſent to a Chantry in the 
free Chappel at Windſore. Mr. Twine (in Apolog. Antiqu. 
Oxon, 1. 3. p. 320.) relates, that when the D. and Chapt. of 
Windſore refus'd to admit the Univerſitie's Clerk Chriſt. 
Yonge, upon a tryal thereupon had 1568. (which muſt be 
about 10m. Elizabethæ) judgment was given for the Uni- 
verſitie. | 

[ have not yet ſeen any Records of that Judgment; but 
if it be thought fit not to continue that title to the Univer- 


ſity, yet ſome allowance may be made for it by Commuta- 


tion to the maintenance of any Actuary to be perpetually 
employed to tranſcribe ſuch rarities for the uſe of the Library, 
whereof we cannot obtain the Originals, But this is only my 
private fancy and ſtole upon me unawares. 

I neither dare nor need to adviſe any thing about the man-

law in generall afftirm'd : ** Prorepſit in fines Italos poſt 
« Caium Cæſarem, aut certe illo imperante.” Thoſe ſeverall 
laws in both Codes, concerning ſometimes the reſtraint, 
ſometimes the toleration of it, I need not mention. For 
matter of fact, I know not, whether it be worth the while 
to take notice of that paſſage in Theodorus (or rather Dio- 
dorus) Tarſenſis (apud Photium in Bibl: Cod. 223. ex lib. 6. 
de fato) who gives this teſtimony of the Jewiſh nation, that 
as formerly, ſo ſince their univerfa!l diſperſion till that time, 


(about 400. years after Chriſt) they never apoſtatiz'd from 


their ancient laws. And tho” that were a time, when the 
Jews (it ever) were in moſt flagrant favour with the Em- 
perours; yet that the Chriſtians of thoſe days did not con- 
ceive themſelves oblidg'd by the Jewiſh Judicialls, may be 
collected from that return of Baſil to (as I ſuppoſe the ſame 
Diodorus, Biſhop of Tarſus, touching the caſe of a man's 
marrying the ſiſter of his deceaſed wite) Baſil Ep. 197 & vid. 
Balſamon in eandem) where he waves the authority of the 
Moſaical law with da 6 vd A, olg EY T viper Ae. &c. 

We have in our Pablick Library amongſt the Greek MSS. 
given by Sir Tho. Roe, a great volume containing, inter a- 
lia, ſeveral Collections of laws both Civil and Eccleſiaſtical, 
many of thoſe already extant in the Baſilica and Jus Græco- 
Romanum, with others (for ought I know,) not yet in print: 
in which book betwixt ſome Novells of Baſilius and ſome 
others of Leo Impp. comes in a piece of about ſix leaves in 
quantity with this title in rubrick: 'Ex>oyn tv kerircνπνỹᷓ rd Tape 
e Ges dia Mauoeus I:Tevrog vous Tois Inparmnnitass The firlt title 
thus: reel xpiuaT0; xai Tiucooimg* tx Th Eodou xep. A. The 
beginning thus: Os Tagann}n dνẽ,m uarraiay, 5 ovymrabrion wirah 
Tov u ee deri whores dino. & c.

againſt the title, there is this note in the rubrick, of the fame 


hand with the reſt, dg ovubanazo: Taira ννννẽ Toi; tig nuds 
yevoucbhyrnuevo; by which, as it is apparent at the time of the 
tranſcript, it was otherwiſe, ſo it may be doubted, whether, 
in the firſt deſign of the Collector, thoſe laws were not ſup- 
poſed to concern the Chriſtians of thoſe times, as rules of lite. 
The method of the Collection is not much unlike that in the 
Collatio legum Moſaicarum & Romanorum, ſet out by Pi- 
thœus, of which, I think, yow make Licinius Rufinus to 
have been the Author. The whole volume was writ above

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300. years ſince, by one Conſtantinus Sapiens. For ſo I read 
in the cloſe of the book, and did ſometime belong to the 
Monaſtery T3; 'Eoonlgs in inſula Chalce. 
cannot tell whether any of latter times, Caroloftading 
and the Anabaptiſts excepted, have maintain'd the Jewiſh 
Judicialls to be univerſally and indiſpenſable binding to Chri-

In the ſolving of that queſtion in yowr 24. letter, con- 
cerning that paſſage in Photius's Epiſtles of ps, the founder 
of the Romiſh name and nation, I fear I ſhall do yow but 
little ſervice. I read over that whole book in MS. ſeveral 
years before it came forth in print, and took ſome notes 
thence, but none to this purpoſe. When upon the receipt of 
yowr's I review'd the place, and found the Tranſlatour com- 
plain of the ſcribe's negligence, I had recourſe to the original 
MS. where tho' I found the complaint not altogether cauſe 
leſs, yet to the matter in queſtion that 1ecearche was uſclels. 


Only it ſerv'd to excuſe rhe Author from that goxowe@ant in 


the narration : for where the printed copy read irogias &c. 
&myuer@, the MS. hath it >oyog amyuer©®-* ſo as there is no 
need to juſtify the Solceciſme by other parallels, ſuch as Hel- 
chelius in the beginning of his notes upon Photius's Bibl, 
hath obſerv'd both in him and other Authors. Beſides, this 
did a little more confirm me in the opinion that this tale of 
tds came to Photius only by hearſay, and that he had it not 
from any written ſtory : for ſo >ysrai >vyo; here, and of rab 
at yorreg after, ſeem to imply. And that he muſt have it from 
ſome Jew, ſeems moſt credible, becauſe he ſays, the Report. 
ers of it were ſuch, as ſet light by all the Greek relations 
(and many of thoſe are conſonant to the Roman ſtories) con- 
cerning that matter. But yow will ſay, “jam dic, Pontice, de 
* tribus capellis.” Truly, Sir, tho' I give no great faith to 
any of them, yet I ſhall venture to ſet down my conjectures, 
which (bating that circumſtance of the tribe of Benjamin) 
tho' they come not home, yet may look towards the mark.

am loath to omit a conceit, which our common friend 
Mr, Pocock ſuggeſted, this it was. As roſſo in Italian ſignifies 
red, ſo (he ſays) it is ordinary with the Jews and Arabs to 
call the Romans Edomites with an epithet (but he did not 
remember the word) ſignifying rufus, yellow, or red hair'd. 


If this make nothing to pos, will it not fit with what yow have 


elſewhere obſerv'd out of Petrus Riga of the golden beards of 
thoſe, that worſhipp'd the calf, or direct to ſome conjecture 
of the ground of the common practice of the painters in re- 
preſenting Judas the traytor (as they do conſtantly) with a 
red head ? But I have already too much abus'd yowr time 
and patience in this point, | 

To yowr 34. letter. 1. for Zonaras's Epiſtles, I never be- 
fore heard of any ſuch book, and am confident enough it is 
not to be found here. Then for the title of wexamprg©- in 
Gruter, I make ſome doubt, whether the word do ſignifie a 
dignity or no. We have not thoſe Epiſtles of Bembus, 
whence that inſcription was taken; but the eſcapes in it may 
be corrected by that other copy of it, expreſs'd from the 
originall in braſs by Pignorius in his explicatio menſæ Iſiacæ 
(fol. 32. b.) and having not yet met with any thing on 
which to build a certainty, I adventure from the conſideration 
of the ſubject matter of the inſcription it ſelfe to make the 
conjecture. 

Seeing the dedication of the Paſtophorion, there ſpoken 
of, was intended to the honour of Iſis, and thoſe other, there 
mention'd, her cognate Gods of Egypt, I ſhould think, that 
"Theophilus the founder was a Fellow of the College; or to 
give yow my ſenſe in the words of Apuleius (Mileſia 1194-) 
one, e ccetu Paſtophorùm, quod ſacroſancti collegii nomen 
eſt ;” one that bore a part in thoſe ſolemnities: and that Ar 
v1299®- was intended to expreſſe his particular office, viz. in 
the pompe and proceſſion of the Goddeſs; he bore her black 
pall, For yow know, that the Prieſts, who in thoſe © ſacra 
potentiſſimorum Deum proferebant inſignes exuvias,” (as 
the ſame Author ſpeaks) were called Paſtophori; and ſuch as 
call them ſo, “quod ferrent pallium Veneris, cui nomen

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Paſtos,” ſay but the ſame thing; ſince Iſis and Venus 
the known Toawwnulz among the Gods) are the ſame perſon, 
And ſeeing in the deſcription of Iſis there is aſſign'd to her 
« palla nigerrima (Apul. ibid.) ſplendeſcens atro nitore;” 
hence it is, that I conceiy'd, to avoid that xaxtuaroy, or tauto- 
logy. which the inſcription had been guilty of, had it run thus, 
Ocopia@- Ocopine Avrioxevg TaroPopog Thv ) α TOI Marui 
&c. he choſe rather in the firſt place to ſubſtitute wexampoy@, 
as a word more particularly denoteing the colour of the pall, 
which in thoſe pompes it was his peculiar office to carry, 
The conſideration of this and the neighbouring places in 
Apuleius reminded me of that in Syneſius concerning the 
Egyptian xwuarnpua, which yow have ſo well vindicated from 
former miſinterpretation, whether it might not be capable 
of ſome farther illuftration from hence. The «:&@r1a there are 
ſo like the ciſta ſecretorum capax” here, and ſome other 
particulars ſo much of kin, as made me think, whether the 
xwparai and xwparrcicy Were not all one with the Paſtophori, 
Prieſts, and Paſtophorion, that part of the temple, where they 
lodg'd and kept their ſolemn feaſts; and the zune, 
if not thoſe feaſts, then the antecedent proceſſions or initia- 
tions: as alſo whether the Grammateus in Apuleius and Lucian 
(de facrificiis) do not referre to that third rank of Prieſts, 
whom (as yow have obſerv'd) Syneſius ſtiles Saxopus : and 
whether in that place of Lucian, co@irav be not put for 
xc&;az55y by miſtake : for both agree in the number of three 
forts, and the Prophets make one in both.

And therfore als ferre as 
have ſuch matiers or opinions affermed, prechegd, ot 
thawght, I the ſame frere revoke and renownce theym, ani 
iche of theyw, prayngh and exortyngh yow that ye gif 
neither feithe ne credens to theym, ne execute theym j 
any wiſe. Wherfore I now wele a viſed and meved ther to 
yn conſcience exhorte and pray gow to kepe and obſere 
the ſeide laudabyl cuſtom yn puttyng awey and eſchewyy 
hurte and offenſe of conſcience, and alſo a voydeng po- 
niſchement. And to alle theym that don contrarie to the 
ſame cuſtom, for as much as hit is a cuſtom commendabu|, 
and ſo owyng to be kepte and obſerved to encreſe of med: 
by pleaſure made to almyghty god, who grawnte gowe ad 
me to lyffe yn this world aftur juſte lawes and lawful cu. 
tomes vertuoſely, ſo that we may deſerve to * rejoyſe her 
ly recompenſe everlaſtyng.

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It is to be remembred that the ſaid Princes departed out 
of this tranſſytory Lyffe and Worlde on Tweſday in the 
Mornynge betwene and V and Syxe of the Cloke the xyiit 
Daye of November in the Yere of our Lord God 1558, and 
in the vitb Yere of her Highnes Reigne, at her Manner of 8. 
James beyond the Charynge Croſſe, whoo after her Departuer 
was peruſſed by the Lords of the Councell and Ladyes of 
the Realme, and after opened, cered, and tramelled in this 
Manner: Firſt, her Graces Fycyſſions with the Surgeons did 
open her, and toke out all her Boweles with her Harte, the 
which was afterward coffyned and buryed ſumptiouſly in the 
Chappell, her Harte beinge ſeverally incloſſed in a Coffen 
covered with Velvet bounde with Silver, which was allo 
buryed in the ſaide Chappell. And after that the Surgeons 
had don ther Partes as aforeſaid, then the Clerke of the 
Spycery, with the Officers of the Chaundery, came and ſer! 
the ſaid Royall Corſſe with Lynen Cloth waxed, and with 
a Nomber of Spices very coſtely; after the which the ſaid 
Corſſe was coffened, and then the Sergaunte Plomer encloſkd 
the ſame in Led, the which Coffyn was covered with purpul 
Velvet, and laide on the Seames with Lace, and nayle 
with gylte Nayles. The ſaid noble Corſſe beinge thus cered 
and coffened, was brought fourth into the Privey Chamber, 
and there remayned in this Ordre : : 

Item, the ſaid Prevy Chamber was hanged with blake 
Cloth, and garneſshed with Skochions of Armes on Bokeran 
in fyne Golde of her Armes and the King's in Palle within 
the Garter, and ſome'of her owne Armes within the Garter; 
and in the ſame Chamber ftod the Corſſe upon a Table wich 
ij Treſſeles covered with a Pall of riche Cloth of Gold, 2 
on the ſaid Pall was faſtened vi Skochions of Sarfenet in 
fyne Gold of her Armes within the Garter ; and ther ws 


attendant every Day Gentilwomen which did pray aboute tht 


fame with Lyghts burnenge, and wache every Night, wih 
Dyrge and Maſſe every Day, and ther remayned tyl Saterdaj: 
the Xx Day of Dcember, that Ordre was taken for ti: 
removinge of the ſaid Corſſe to the Chappell as followeth: 
Item, this don aforeſaid, the Archebuſshope of Yori, 
the Marquis of Wincheſter, th Erle of Shroweſbur), 


Erle of Weſtmerland, with others, were appoynted to i 


and take Ordre for the Fanerall, and for the bringen 
downe of the faid Corſſe into the Chappell; whoo, havin 
Commiſſion to do the ſame, ſent for Garter, princypall King 

Armes for to underſtand the Ordre, and what was to be don 
who declared unto them in all Poyntes the Ordre, and ye 
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vas to be don therein. Then they toke Ordre for the fur- 


neſshinge of the foreſaid Chappell in Maner following: 
The Maner of the Furnetuer of the Chappell at St. James. 


Item, it was hanged with blake Cloth, and garneſshed 
with Skochions in Metall as aforeſaid; the High Auter was 
trymed with purpule Velvet, and in the Deanes Place was 
hanged a Canappy of purpule Velvett, and in the mydeſt of 
the ſaid Chappell ther was maid a Herſe iiij Square of xlvi 
greate Tapperes, the which did waye xx Waight the 
Pece, being wrought with Crownes and Rowſes of the ſame; 
and beneth the ſame Tapperes a Vallence of Sarſenet with 
the Qwene's Worde wrytten with Letres of Gold, and a 
Frynge of Gould aboute the ſame Vallence, and within that 
Vallence another Vallence of Bokeram with a Frynge of blake 
Silke; the ſaid Herſe was rychely ſett with Penſeles and 
Skochions of Armes in Metall: Ther was under the ſaid 
Herſe a Matie of Taffata, with a Dome gilded, and iiij 
Evangeleſtes in the iiij Corners of the ſaid Matie; the vi 
Poſtes were covered with blake Velvet, and on every Poſte 
a Skochion of Sarſenet in fyne Gold; the Rayle of the ſaid 
Herle within was hanged with Brod Cloth, and the Grownde 
within both Rales covered with Blake ; alſo the utter Syde 
of the Stalles, which was in Sted of the Rales on eche 
Syde, was hanged with Blake; at eche End ther was maid a 
Rayle over whart the ſaid Chappell, which was alſoo hanged 
with Blake, and garneſshed with Skochions ; within the 
Rayles ſtod xv Stoles covered with fyne Brod Cloth, and on 
the ſame xv Cuſſions of purpule Vellvet, and under the Fete 
to knelle on xv Cuſſions of blake Cloth. At the upper 
End of the Herſe, without the Ralle, there was maid an 
Aulter, which ſtcd on the lefte Hand of the Quere, covered 
with purple Velvett, which was rychly garneſshed with Orna- 
ments of the Churche : Which Chappell being thus fur- 
neſshed, Ordre was geven to the Sargaunt of the Veſtery for 
the ſaffe keping of the ſame tyll ſuch Tyme as the ſaid 
Royall Corſſe was brought downe into the ſaid Chappell. 


The bringing downe of the Corſſe into the Chappell at 
St. James. 


Item, all Things in a Redynes as aforeſaid, on Saterdaye 
the x Daye of December the Corſſe was brought downe in 
this Manner : Warnynge was geven to all Manner of Eſtates 
havinge Blake, to geve thicr Attendannce the faid Daye at 
Dyrivge, 
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Dyridge, and aboute iij of the Cloke, when all Things way 


redy ; the great Chamber, with the Steres and the Cowrte 
to the Chappell Dore, was hanged with Blake, and gar- 
neſhed with Skochions; then the Lords and Ladyes aſſembled 
together in the Chamber of Preſence and Great Chamber, 
whereas all the Officers of the Howſe ſtodd with Torches 
with dyvers of the Gardes. Then the Buſshoppe of Worlſſete, 
the B. of Cheſter, the B. of Coventre and Lichfeld, and the 
B. of Exeter, with the Quene's Chappell, went ope to ſette 
the ſaid Corſſe, and the Chappell ſtod in the Great Chamber, 
and the Buſshopes went into the Chamber of Preſence and 
ſenſed the Corſſe, and ſaid dyvers Praers ; and after the (aid 
Corſſe was taken up by viij Geatillmen, and all th other ſet 
in Ordre, that is to ſay, Fyrſte, the Croſſe, and on eche 
Syde a white Braunche; then the Chapell; then all the Gen- 
tilmen and Squeres, with the Chappelenes of no Dignite, 
and on <che Side went the foreſaid Officers with Torches, 
and the ſaid Gard allſo; then all Knights, and after then 
Councellours ; then Barons, and Buſshopes not in Pontif- 
calibus; then the Overſeers; then Erles; then the Executors; 
then the Kinge of Armes; then the Corſſe, covered with a 
riche Pall of Tyſſue. There walked on eche Syde the Corſſe j 
Noble Men, viz. the Marquis of Wincheſter, th Erle df 
Weſtmerland, the Erle of Shroweſbury, and th Erle d 
Derby, which touched the Corſſe with thier Hands; o 
the ſaid Corſſe was borne a Canoppe of purple Velvet, with 
vi blew Staves with gylte Knges borne by vi Squeres, t. 
Mr. Garrat, Roger Manners, Leonard Welt, John Arroundel, 
William Foſter, and William Babington; then the chief 
Morner, the Counteſſe of Lineux, aſſiſted by th Erle of 
Huntingdon and the Viſcount Mountague, her Trayne bome 
by the Lady Katheren Haſtings, aſſiſted by the Vice Chan- 
berlayne; then th other Morners Two and Two, viz.

and after them other Ladyes and Gentillwomen, and after

the Morners on eche Syde vii, and at the Hed . .. .. the 
chief Morner knelyinge at the Stoles with Cuſſions that are 


before named; then the Aſſiſtannts, with th Executors and 
al the other Lords, were placed. Then the Beades were 


byden by Norrey King of Armes. Then the Dyrge began 


ſong by the Chappelenes, executed by the Buſhope of Wor- 
ſeter; and ther was allſoe Dyrge ſaid at the lytell Aulter 
before mentioned; the Leaſſons were red by the chieffeſt of 
the Chappelenes, and the iij laſte by 1ij Biſshoppes, that is 
to ſaye, the viit® by the Euſhope of Exeter, the viiich by the 
Buſhoppe of Cheſter, the ix" by the Buſhoppe of Worſſeter; 
and the ſaid Buſhoppe of Exeter ſenced the Corſſe, beinge in 
Pontificalibus. The Buſshopes at the redinge of the faid 
Leaſſons had Copes and Myters, but none had Croſſiers but 
the Buſhope of Worſſeter who did execute, and the Buſhope 
of Exeter when he did aſſiſte him in doinge the ſame; the 
Dirge don, the Morners went upe agayne in ordre, the 
cheffeſte fyrſte, where they had a great Soupper.

Item, after Souper thier was a ſolempe Wache both of 
Lords, Ladyes, Gentillwomen, which Ladyes ſatt within the

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INTRODUCTION, 


8 NC E the Form of Matrimony in the Common Prayer 
Book hath been eſtabliſhed by Acts of Parliament, there 
have been only Two Marriages of the immediate Children 
of the Crown publickly ſolemnized within this Kingdom. 
The firſt was that of the eldeſt Daughter of King James the 
Firſt with Frederick Count Palatine of the Rhine, celebrated 
in February 1612-13, when each of them were above Sixteen 
Years of Age, being both born in 1596. The other was 
that of William Son and Heir of Frederick-Henry Prince of 
Orange with Mary eldeſt Daughter of King Charles the Firſt, 
upon the Second of May 1641, when that young Prince 
wanted ſome Days of being Fifteen Years of Age, being 
born on 31 May 1626, and the Princeſs wanted Seven 
Months of being Ten Years old, being born the 4th of 
November 1631 4. 

thought proper to remark the Ages of the latter, in that 
the Ceremonial of that Marriage, as 1t is termed, acquaints 
us that ſome Forms, as the aſking of the Banns, the diſ- 
ſheveling of the Hair in the Proceſſion, the Wafers and 
Hippocras in the Church, &c. were omitted, which probably 
were not obſerved becauſe that Princeſs, by a Proteſtation 
interpoſed in proper Time, might have vacated this Contract; 
ſo that upon ſuch a Refuſal all the Solemnities, whatever 
they had been, would have been of no Validity. 

Though theſe Marriages, for that Term may in this Place 
be attributed to the later Solemnity, were performed with 
great Splendor and Magnificence, and the Heralds attended 
and performed the Functions of their Office, yet no complete 
Narratives of the Rites uſed in them are entered in their 
Books, where there are only to be found a ſhort imperfect

great State conducted to Whitehall; but the Celebration of 
the Marriage was deferred becauſe Prince Henry was ſoon after 
ſeized with a Fever, whereof he died upon the Sixth of 
November. The Palatine was elected into the Order of the 
Garter, together with Prince Maurice Count of Naſſau, 
(afterwards Prince of Orange) upon the 19th of December ; 
and on the 27th of that Month the Conditions and Articles of 
Settlements for this Marriage were executed, wherein is this 
expreſs Clauſe, © Quod Matrimonium verum et legitimum 
* contrahatur inter eos in Anglia ante Initium Menſis Maij et 
ce interim Sponſalia legitima de præſenti, &c. « And ac- 
cordingly he was then affianced to the Princeſſe in the then 
Banquetting-houſe at Whitehall in this Manner: About Two 
Yards below the Degrees of Eſtate a large Turkey Carpet 
was ſpread, whereon the Count Palatine and the Princeſſe 
ſtood ; to which Place the Nobility and Prince Charles con- 
ducted the Palatine apparelled in a black Velvet Cloak caped 
with Gold Lace, and the Princeſſe followed in a black Velvet 
Gown, Semee of Croſſets or Quarterfoils Silver 2, having a 
{mall white Feather on her Head, and accompanied with 
Ladies. 
The King, after a ſhort Space, came into the Room, and 
ſate under the State; and then Sir Thomas Lake (who was,

as is ſuppoſed) Secretary of State and a Layman, read the 
preciſe Words for the Stipulation of the Marriage Contra& 
itſelf, according to the Form ſettled in the Common Prayer 
Book, turned only into the French Language, viz. *« 1 
Frederick take thce Elizabeth to my wedded Wife,” &c, 
which he repeated verbatim; and then the Princeſſe did the 
ſame, * I Elizabeth take thee Frederick to my wedded Huſ- 
& band,” &c. 

The Archbiſhop of Canterbury (Dr. Abbot) however 
gave a Benediction by varying the Words in the Common 
Prayer in this Manner: The God of Abraham, God of Iſaac, 
God of Jacob bleſs theſe EspousED thy Servants, &c. 

The Count Palatine and Prince Maurice were inſtalled 
Knights of the Garter on the 7th of February, the later 
being inveſted by Garter King of Armes on the 4th of that 
Month at the Hague.

In the ſolemnizing of Fſpouſalls and Matrimony this Circumſtance wi 
generally obſeryed, that nothing thould occur which could refreſh Mournn, 
and Misfortune at Feſtivals, where only the Marks of Satisfaction and 
Pleaſure ſhould be ſecn: But this Rule had ſome Exceptions, 
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Communion Table, there had been a double Row of Seats 
made for the Gentlemen of the Chapel, arraied with

Petween Eleven and Twelve of the Clock, his Majeſty, 
to make the Proceſſion more ſolemn, and in order that it 
might be ſeen by more People, proceeded from his Privy 
Chamber through the Preſence and Guard Chamber, and 
through the new Banquetting-houſe erected of purpoſe to 
ſolemnize this Feaſt, and ſo down a Pair of Stairs at the 
upper End thereof by the Court Gate, and went along upon 
2 ſtately Scaffold to the Great Chamber Stairs, and through 
the Great Chamber and Lobby to the Cloſet down the Staires 
to the Chapel, into which the Entry was made in this 
Manner : 

Firſt, the Trumpets. 

Then the Bridegroom, who was dreſſed, as ſome Perſons 
who have given us the Narratives ſay, in a rich Cloth of 
Silver richly embroidered; or, according to others, in a 
white Satin richly beſet with Pearls and Gold, going between 
the Duke of Lennox and the Earl of Nottingham (who were 
both married Lords, which ſeems to be a Difference from the 
antient Method, where the Paranymphs were unmarried) ; 
however he was followed immediately by the young gallant 
Courtiers, Engliſh, Scottiſh, and Dutch, whom Finet ſtiles, 
The Batchelery of the Nation : But there entred into the 
Chappel only Sixteen Noble young Men Batchelors, being 
ſo many as the Bridegroom was years of Age; the Reſt, by 
the expreſs Command of his Majeſty, did not enter the 
Chapel, aud the Bridegroom was conducted to his Seat, 

Next before the Bride procedeed the Lord Harington of 
Exton (who, as Camden acquaints us, had the Tuition of 
her): She was ſupported on the Right Hand by the Prince 
of Wales, and on the left by the Earl of Northampton, 
Lord Privy Seal, both Batchelors, attended, as Stow and 
Sandford relate, with Twelve young Ladies, Fourteen ac- 
cording to Mercure Francois, but according to a Manuſcript 
Narrative with Sixteen, which ſeems to be right; and that 
Number might be fixed upon for the ſame Reaſon that the 
Bridegrom had ſo many Batchelors attending upon him. 
Theſe young Ladies bore her Train, all clothed ia white 
Veſtments, being Cloth of Silver; and immediately after 
theſe young Ladies came the Lady Harrington, Wife to that

Lord who had been the Lady Elizabeth's Governeſſe for the 
Space of Ten Years ; after her came all the great married 
Ladies of the Court; with which Train ſhe aſcended the 
Hautpas, and took her Place. 

Her Habit is thus, with ſome Varieties in the Words, 
deſcribed by ſeveral Writers who obſerved it. Finet fajth, 
She was apparrelled in White, her Hair laid out at Length 
in Curls overſpreading her Shoulders, and crowned with 
a Coronet of rich Pearls and Diamonds. Stow writes, that 
ſhe was attired all in White, having a rich Crown of Gold 
upon her Head, her Hair hanging down at Length in fair and 
ſeemly Treſles, plenteouſly beſet with rich Pearls and precious 
Stones. Mercure Francois's Words, “ Veſtue d'une grande 
„ Robe de Toille d'Argent en Broderie d'Or toute couverte

a Calling this Coronet a Ducal one muſt be a Miſtake; for, excluſive of 
what Stow and the Pamphlet above-mentioned tells ns, it is evident that 
Princeſſes and other great Ladies of the Blood Royal at the Time of their 
Marriages wore Coronets or Crowns. Of all Diſtinctions none are more 
viſibly adapted and univerſally underſtood to repreſent or ſignify what is 
intended by them, than thoſe which are known by the Habits and external 
Ornaments; eſpecially when the particular Reaſons of the Appropriations of 
ſuch Marks are evident. There are ſeveral ſuch Particularities in this De- 
ſcription; and firſt, as to the Crown, wherein there will be no Occaſion to 
run back to the Cuſtom of the Jews, the Romans, and of the Primitive 
Chriſtizns, by all whom Crowns were uſed upon theſe Occaſions, it being 
my*only Deſign in this Place to produce Inſtances of the Daughters of the 
Crown, or the near Relations of the Kings and Queens of England, wearing 
Crowns on the Celebration of their Nuptials. On the Marriage of Adeleydis, 
or Alice, Daughter of the then Marquis of Montferrat, and Niece to the 
then Queen of Englend, with Albert the Great, Duke of Brunſwick, which 
Marriage was celebrated at London in the Quindenes of Eaſter 1263, is this 
Entry in Rot. Pat. 47 Ren. III. P. 2. M. 3. Pro Gari: »'a aurea 4 
Opus Marte Neptis Regis, guam Dux Bruſwike dudturus eft, The Word 
Garlanda here ſignifies a Crown, not a Garland; for in that Age the Word

In a Privy Seal, dated the 8th of June, 40 Edw, III. 1365. are theſe 
Words, Comme nous eufſions fait acheter pour noſtre tres chere Fille Iſabelle 
Coteſſe de Bedford, pur ſon Mariage un Corone d'Or, cve blanks Saphyrs, 
Dyamavtz, ges Perles, et Emeraudes, du Pris de mille Mares. On the 
Marriage of John of Gaunt to Blanche Daughter of the Duke of Lancaſter 
in 1359, there was provided at the King's Expence a Ring, with a Rub 
and a Cercle (as it is termed) garniſhed with Rubies, Emeralds, and Pearls. 
Exit, Pell. P. 33, E. III. Catherine of Spain, at her Marriage with Prince 
Arthur, wore upon her Head a Coif of Gold, Pearl, and precious Stones, an 
Inch and Half broad. Ann of Cleves, on her Marriage to Henry VIII. 
had 2 Coronet of Gold repleniſhed with great Stones, and ſet about full with 
Branches of Roſemary, Olivier de la Marche in his Memoirs, P. 520. de- 
ſerihing the Ceremonial of the Marriage of the Duke of Burgundy with 
Margaret Siſter of King Edward the iVth, ſpeaking of the Bride's Dreſs, 
ſays, Sr ces Chevenz une riche Coronne. And Modius in his Pandectæ, 
P. 213. ſpeaking of the ſame Marriage, ſays of the Bride, that Valde gra- 
tanter accepit ſertum roſateum qu9d ——— vinie Brugenſis illi donaverunt 
tgte 19x fuo impoſuit Capiti ſuper Sponſalem Coronam.

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William only Son of Frederick- Henry Prince of Orange, 
and Mary eldeſt Daughter of King Charles the Firſt, 
on Low Sunday the Second of May 1641. 


HE Prince, Son of Frederick-Henry Prince of Orange, 
embarqued at Helvoetſluys on board the Admiral, which 
Ship breaking her Maſt in a hard Storm, the Prince went into 
the Vice Admiral's Shipp, with the Attendance of 17 Men of 
War belonging to the States, and landed at Graveſend 4# of 
April, on Monday Morning: The Four Ambaſſadors of the 
United Provinces, who came thither with the Officers of the 
King the Day before to defray the Expences, went on board 
the Ship and fetched his Highneſſe on Shore, That Evening 
my Lord Lyndſey, ſent by the King, with the Coaches of 
the King and Queen and others, to the Number of Twenty, 
to ſalute the Prince, and to bid him welcome, waited on 
him. The next Day the Prince and Lord Lyndſey fitting 
together above in the. Coach, the Lords Brederode and 
Aerfsen (the Two chief of the Embaſſadors) over againſt 
them; the Lords Heenulitt and Joachim (the Two others) in 
the right Boot; the Prince of Talmont and Count Solms in 
the Left. Behind Greenwich Park there were freſh Coaches, 
into which they entered. They came directly to Whitehall, 
where his Highneſſe, with the Embaſſadors, viſited the King 
and Queen in her Majeſty's Chamber. The Prince of Wales 
and Duke of York, with my Lord of Arundell, being Earl 
Marſhall and alſo Lord Steward of the Houſehold, received 
his Highneſſe at the Door of the King's Preſence Chamber, 
From Whitehall the Prince, with the Emballadors, went 
to the Queen Mother to viſit her Majeſty at St, James's ; 
From thence to Somerſet Houſe to ſee the Princeſſe Mary, 
where the King and Queen were in private : After which his 
Highneſſe was conducted to Arundell Houle, prepared by the 
Earl of Lyndſey for his Lodging. 

The next Day his Highneſſe viſited the Prince of 
Wales and Duke of York in Durham Houſe, which was re- 
turned by them at Arundell Houſe the next Day.

The Apparatus, or Preparations, 


On Wedneſday in Eaſter Week, being the 28th of Apriſ 

1641, the Right Honourable the Earl of Arundell and 
Surrey, Earl Marſhal of England and Lord Steward of his 
Majeſty's Houſehold, the Right Honourable the Earl af 
Pembroke and Montgamery, Lord Chamberlain of his 
Majeſty's Houſehold, and divers other Lords of the King's 
molt Honourable Privy Councill, upon his Majeſty's eſpecial 
Direction, took into Conſideration the Preparations and 
Ceremonies to be uſed at the Celebration of the Marriage of 
the illuſtrious Prince William, born Prince of Orange and 
Count of Naſſau, onely Son of the moſt illuſtrious Prince 
Frederick-Henry, by the Grace of God Prince of Orange 
and Count of Naſſau, &c. with the excellent Princeſſe 
Lady Mary eldeſt Daughter of the moſt puiſſaut and moſt 
excellent Prince Charles, by the Grace of God King of 
Great Britain, France, and Ireland, Defender of the 
Faith, &c. 
Their Lordſhips, after due Deliberation, having adviſed 
with Dr. Wren, Biſhop of Ely and Dean of his Majeſty's 
Chapell, touching the Ceremony to be performed there, as 
alſo with the Kings af Arms about other Solemnities for- 
merly uſed upon like Occaſions, repaired unto his Majeſty, 
and by their Lordſhipps Advice it was then reſolved that the 
Marriage ſhould be ſolemnized the Sunday following in the 
Chapell at Whitehall; and in reſpect of the Prince's ſudden 
Return, and other important Affairs then in Agitation, many 
Solemanitics uſed in former Times were omitted; and there- 
fore the Celebration of theſe Nuptialls were with the more 
Privacy performed. His Majeſty had previouſly given Orders, 
that on Account of the Impuberty of the Bride, who was 
not then Ten Years of Age, there ſhould be no publiſhing 
or aſking of Banns. 

On the Thurſday Morning, before the Marriage, the faid 
Biſhop of Ely, Dean of the Chappell, by his Majeſty's Com- 
mand repaired unto the Bridegroom at Arundell Houſe, and 
there informed his Highneſſe what he was to ſay and what to 
do at the Celebration of the Marriage, leaving with Monſieur 
de Marlot his Highneſſe Governour, and Monſieur Rivel his 

Tutor, our Liturgy, both in Engliſh and French, to ke 
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Fad his Highneſſe might the better underſtand what to ſay 


and anſwer, and be the more prompt therein. 


Orders were given for Preparations in the Chapell in the 
following Manner. 


The Walls abdut the Altar or Communion Table were

the Floor within the Septum or Rayle with a fair large 
Turkey Carpet. 

Upon the Altar br Communion Table, the old Engliſh 
Bible printed in 1541; and the Liturgy or Common Prayer 
Book, both with Silver and gilt Covers, together with a 
gilt Baſon, Two Chalices, One Paten, Two Candleſticks, 
&c. the Whole weighing Two Thouſand Two Hundred 
Ounces. 

The Doors of the Septum were opened and turned back 
cloſe to the Reſt of the Rayle; and a rich Carpet of Silk 
and Gold was ſpread from the Step where the Door ſtood, 
before the Altar or Communion Table, and thereon Two 
rich long Cuſhions were laid juſt without the Rayle for the 
Bride and Bridegroom to kneel on at the Time hereafter 
to be mentioned. 

From the Septum or Rayle before the Middle of the 
Altar or Communion Table was erected a Degree, being 
Nine Inches deep, fitted to the Height of the uppermoſt 
Stepp, and according to rhe Conveniency of that Place 
almoſt down to the Step at the upper End of the Choir 
Stalls, being about Sixteen Foot in Length, and the middle 
Part about Nine Foot broad, ſhaped the Sides to the 
Faſhion of an Octagon, the Entrance of the lower and 
upper Part being about Two Foot and a Half narrower ; 
the Platform whereof is deſcribed by this Figure.

Both Sides of this Degree or Hautpas were rayled about 
Two Foot Six Inches in Heigth, with Lyfts on both Sides 
at the upper End, for the better Conveniency of his Majeſty 
and the Embaſſadors going to repoſe themſelves, at ſuch 
Time as the Bride and Bridegroom were to kneel before 
the Altar or Communion Table. 

The Floor of this Degree or Hautpas was covered with a 
very fair Turkey Carpet, and over that, in the middle Part, 
with Fonr ſmall Carpetts, and the Rayls thereof with rich 
Cloth of Gold Bawdekin ; this, and the Traverſes hereaftcr 
mentioned, being furniſhed by the Care of Mr. Clement 
Kynardetley, Yeoman of the removing Wardrobe : And a 
little before the Proceding was made into the Chapel], the 
great Offering Carpet was ſpread from the Foot of the 
Degree or Hautpas almoſt down to the lower End of the 
Chapel}, by Two Pages of the ſaid Wardrobe. 

Two rich Traverſes of Cloth of Gold Bawdekyn were 
put up in the Chapell, that for his Majeſty on the right Side 
hanged with Crimſon Tafata, the Floor covered with a 
demy Carpet, whereon was placed a rich armed Chair of 
State with a Cuſhion; and before the Chair Two Cuſhions 
to kneel on, and a Forme covered with a rich Silk Carpet, 
and a very rich long offering Culkion thereupon.

On the Outfide of the Septum or Rayls of the Communion 
Table, betwixt the ſaid Traverſe and the upper End of the 
Chappell, were Four Stools placed, ſet in Breaſt with 
Cuſhions, for the Embaſſadors (of the States General of 
the United Provinces) to repoſe on, at ſuch Time as his 
Majeſty remained in his Traverſe. 

Mr. Peter Newton, his Majeſty's eldeſt Gentleman Uſher 
Daily Waiter, by eſpecial Order of the Lord Chamberlain, 
attended at the foreſaid Degree according to his Office to 
take Care thereof, ; : 

The King's Privy Cloſet (wherein his Majefty uſually fits 
to hear Divine Service and Sermon in the Chapell) and the 
King's Great Cloſet, and alſo the Queen's Privy Cloſet, and 
her Majeſty's Great Cloſet, were all hanged with rich Cloth 
of Gold Baudekin, being the richeſt Sort of Cloth of Gold 
Tiſſue; all which, and the Reſt of that Kind afore- 
mentioned, were brought from his Majeſty's royal Ward- 
robe in the Tower, being Part of the antient Crown 
Furniture.

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Departure, when ſhe gave him a Favour of Silver Ribband, 
as likewiſe to the Embaſſadors ; and to Sir Albert Joachimi, 
Ordinary Embaſſador, One of her Roſes of Silver Ribband, 
laced with Silver, and to the Count of Solmes the other, 
which they wore in their Hats; and ſhe gave the Prince a 
Jewell tyed to his Breaſt : And that Morning the Earl of 
Holland and Lord Grandiſon conducted him from Arundel 
Houſe to the Tower, having only Three Coaches : In the 
King's Coach fat the Prince, the Earl of Holland, Three of 
the Embaſſadors, and the Count of Solmes : The Prince 
went into the Tower, but having no Time to ſtay, did only 


cat ſome Fruits and Comfits in the Lodge of the Watch, 


and then took Barge for Graveſend, Where Thirty Coaches 
waited ; and the Prince, with the Earl of Holland and the 
Umbaiſadors, went into the King's Coach, and came that 
Night to Rocheſter, where they ſaw the King's Shipps, and 
next Day to Canterbury, and fo to Deale, where the Prince 
wrote a Letter to the Princeſſe, giving it to the Earl of 
Holland ; and went that Afternoon, upon Thurſday the 27th 
of May, O. S. or 6 June, N. S. about Four of the Clock, 
and hoilted Sail the next Day about Seven of the Clock in 
the Ship Æmilia of the Admiral Martin Herneſon Tromp, and 
landed at Goree, near Hellevo:tſluys, the Sunday following, 
about Seven in the Evening, whence his Highneſſe went directly 
to his Mother, being at Buren, and thence to his Father, 
being in the Army in the Fields about Genep. 
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With her Arrival and Reception in England by King 
HENRY viith and her intended Huſband Prince 
ARTHUR, in the Year 1501.

T HE Agreement between the noble Kings of England 

and of Spaine, for a Marriage between the Princeſs 
Katheryn Daughter of the ſaid King of Spaine, and Arthur 
Prince of Wales, being prefixed and concluded, the faid 

| Princeſs, with a ſufficient Guard and Company of Nobles of 
her Country aſſigned as her Conducters and Aſſiſtants, went 
on Board a Navy of Shipps prepared for carrying her to 
England. After encountering many Jeopardies from Storms 
and Tempeſts, which were like to have deſtroyed the faid 
Shipps, they were at length conveyed unto the Engliſh 
Parts, and fortunately arrived at Plymouth, farr in the Welt

| Country, where the Princeſs and her Attendants were landed | 
| on the 2d of October. |

As ſoon as the glad Tydings of this Ladye's Entry was 
th | knowne to the States and Gentilemen Borderers of the faid 
14 1 Counirey of the Weſt, they in all goodly Manner and Halt, 
_ ©" ſped themſelves to repaire to that noble Princeſs with right 
1 honnorable Gifts, and in goodly and with all required Points 
and Feats of Curteſye ſaluted and welcomed her, ſo eſcaped 
from her perillous Jcopardies, entertaining her with their 
1 Pleaſures, Preſegts, and Attendances, as well on hyr firlt 
1 arriving as in continuall Service, wayting and guyding the 
F faid Princeſs into the further Entrance of the Realme cf 
1 England, towards the honnorable and auncient Cittye df 
=. London, where at that Tyme the King's noble Grace was 
=_— lodged and abiding. About the ſame Tyme the 2 
3 rooxe 
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Brooke, Steward of the King's Houſe, was by the Aſſign- 


ment of the King's Grace, directed and ſent to th Intent to 


purvaye and provide for the Princeſs and her Retinue in their 
Tourney and Paſſage, as well Viaunds, Horſes, and Carriage, 
as everye other Neceſlitie : And ſo he did right conveniently. 
After that the Earle of Surrey, with divers other Temporall 
Lordes of the Land, came unto the Meeting, and gave their 
Attendance on this worthy Eſtate and Princeſſe. 

Then the Dutcheſſe of Norfolk, by the like Aſſent and 
Will of the Kinge, and with hyr a goodlye Companye of 
Counteſſes, Baroneſſes, and many other honnorable Geatle- 
women, repayred unto the ſaid noble Princeſs, and after the 
Meeting had, kept her continual] Company. 

Notwithſtanding this, his Highneſs's Grace was not ſo 
intentively ſatisfyed with the Cheere, Service, and diligent 
Attendance of his ſaid Subjects, but he bounteouſly with a 
ſeemely Companye of his Eſtates, Dukes, Earles, Barons, 
and divers Knights, Eſquiers, and Gentlemen, on the Fourth 
Daye of November, removed from his Manor of Richmond 
toward the Meeting of this goodly Ladye. His Journey 
was however annoyed and ſuffred Impedyment by the Bad- 
neſs of the Seaſon, and ſo late was he and his liedge 
Servants horſed, that they were compelled at Chertſey, not 
very farre from the ſaid Manor of Richmond, to purveye and 
herbage for their repoſing that Night. 

On the Morrowe the King's Grace, with all his Company, 
ſtroke the Sides of their Courſers with their Spurres, and 
began to extend their Paſſage towards the Village of 
Eſthamſted, where they pleaſantly perceived the pure and 
proper Preſence of Prince Arthur, who was come thither to 
ſalute his ſage Father; the which was great Gladneſs to all 
truſtye Hearts of the Realme. 

Here the moſt noble Henry of Richmont, the vii. King of 
England of that Name, accompanyed of his Sonne, full 
pleaſantly paſſed over the Seaſon of that Night, and in the 
next Morrowe departed to the Plaines, where the Prothono- 


tarye of Spaine mett him, and enſured him, that they had 


receaved the ſtrait Injunction and Commandement of the 
Soveraigne Lord of their Land, that they ſhould in no 
Manner of wiſe permit their Lady the Princeſſe of Spaine, 
whom they had to guide and in Government, to have any 
Meeting, ne to uſe any Manner of Communication, nither 
to receive any Companye untill the Inception of the yery Daye 
of the Solemnization of the Mariadge: Whereuppon, after 
certaine muſing on this Mynde of the Kinge of Spaine, im- 
mediately there in the Fieldes, the King's Grace of our Realme 
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of England let all of them that were of his honnorahle 
Councell to be advertized of that Matter, and demanded of 
them, Whither they thought it moſt reaſonable and agree. 
able to incline to this declared Purpoſe, or that he ſhould, 
as he intended, mainteyne his Paſlage to that Ladye ? 

Soone after it was, by the prudent Inſearch of every Perſon 
both Spirituall and Temporall, concluded and anſwered, 
that foraſmuch as the due Agreements were in a Manner 
compliſhed, and ſith the Princeſs and her Attendants were ſo 
farre entred into the Empire and Realme of England, they 
ſhould ſeem to be in Part diſchardged anenſt their Soveraigne, 
and avoided and excluded of all Governance of their faid 
Princeſſe; and that the Pleaſure and Commandement of her, 
ſeemed to lye in the Power, Grace, and Diſpoſition of our 
noble King of England. | 

Then his Highneſs avaunced himſelfe, leavinge the 
Prince behinde uppon the Plaine, and at the Time of ij or 
11 of the Clocke in the Afternoone, his Grace entred the 
Towne of Degmerffield, where the Princeſſe was arrived 
ij or 11} Howers before his coming, right well accompanyed 
and right richly beſeene, ſo as heretofore have none bene 
ſcene like her, having with her an Archbiſhop, a Biſhop, 
and an Erle, with manye other Nobles of Spaine, and many 
Ladyes and Gentlewomen of the ſame Contrey to the 
Nomber of 'Threeſcore, and Ladyes and Gentlewomen of 
this Region right nighe as manye. 

Aſſoone as the Princeſſes Servants wer aſcertained cf 
the coming of the King, the Arch Biſhop, the Biſhop, the 
Erle, and othres of her Retinue and Councell, ſhewed 
him that the Princeſſe was in her Reſt; to whom he an- 
ſwered in ſuch Forme, that if ſhe were in her Bed he would 
ſee and commune with her, for that was the Mynde and 
Intent of his Comminge : And thus, convenient Leiſure to 
her reſpited, ſhe gave him an honnorable Meeting in her 
Third Chamber, where were uſed the moſt goodly Wordes, 
uttered in the Languages of both Parties, to as great Joyt 
and Gladnes, as in any Perſons might ever conveniently hare 
bene had. 

After the which Welcomes and Communications ended, 
the King's Grace depoſed his riding Garments and chaungel 
bim; and witbin Half an Hour after the Prince was alſo 
knowne to be preſent. 

Then the King's Highnes and the Prince made thel 
ſecond Reſort together to the Chamber of the Princeſſe, aud 
there through the Interpretation of the Biſhops the Speacts 
of both Countries, by Meane of Latine, were underſtood:

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And whereas the Prince and Princeſſe thentofore were by 


Deputies contracted, they were nowe here in the Preſence 
of each other ſpouſally enſured; the which ſeemly Enſurance 
honnorably ended, the King ſpeed him to his Supper. After 
that he had ſupped, he with the Prince full cou uf 
viſited the Lady in her owne Chamber; and then ſhe and 
her Ladyes called for their Minſtrells, and with right goodly 
Behaviour and Manner ſolaced themſelves with the Diſports 
of Dauncing: After the which the Prince in like De- 
meanor danced with the Ladye Guilford right pleaſantly and 
konnorably. =o 

Uppon the Morrowe, being the viith Daye of the Moneth, 
the Princeſſe tooke her Journey to Chertſey, and there 
lodged all that Night, and from thence paſſed toward 
Lambeth : And or ever ſhe came fully to the ſaid Towne, 
beyond a Village called Kingſton uppon Thames, the Duke 
of Buckingham on Horſebacke full rightly beſeene, the Erle 
of Kent, the Lord Henry the Duke's Brother, and the 
Abbot of Bury, with a great many of the Duke's Gentlemen 
and Yeomen in his Livery of Black and Red, to the Number 
of Three or Fower Hundred Perſons, mett this noble 
Ladye ; and after that the ſaid Duke had ſaluted her Grace, 


the Abbot of Bury declared goodly, in Latin, a certain Pro- 


poſition of her welcoming into the Realme: And at that 
Village they lodged all that Night, and ſo accompanyed with 
her, in the Morne right honnorably conducted her to her 
Lodging at Kennington near Lambeth, where ſhe continewed 
untill ſuch Seaſon as her entring into the Cittye of London 
might moſt conveniently in every Manner be prepared, as 
well on the Parte of her Retinue of Spaine, as of her 
Afaſtants of the Realme of England, who by our Souveraigne 
were aſſigned as well for the Increaſe and magnifying of her 
Honnor and Eſtate, as for the Maynteynance of the old 
and famous Appetites that the Engliſh People ever have 
uſed in the wellcomming of acceptable and welbeloved 
S ranngers. 

The King's Highneſſe alſo with his Partie removed From 
the ſaid Princeſſe, and took another Waye towards the Cittye 
ot London. The firſt Night he lodged at Eaſt Hampſtead, 
where his Grace had bene before on his firſt coming to the 
Princeſs: Uppon the Morrow, being the viiith Daye of the 
Moneth, he lay at his Caſtle of Windſore; and on the ixth 
Daye of the Moneth he repoſed himſelf in his Mannor of 
Richmont, where he was mett by the Queene's Grace, whom 
he aſcertained and made privye to the Acts and Demeanor 
betweene himſelfe, the Prince, and the Princeſſe, and howe 
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he liked her Perſon and Behaviour. On the Tenth Daye 


enſewing he rode till he came to Pariſgarden, uppon the 


further Side of the River from London, and there he tooke 


his Barge, and was carryed to his Lodging called Barnard'y 
Caſtle,» which is ſituated within the ſame Cittie, right 
pleaſantly uppon the Thames Side. This Palace was full 
well garneſhed and arrayed, and encompaſſed without, full 
ſtrongly with Walles. Here all Manner of Maters that 
appertained either to his owne Perſon, or to his owne Honor, 
or the Rights of his Realme had recourſe to his Audience 


for Comfort and Juſtice. Soon after the King's coming, 


the Queene's Grace, accompanyed of a goodlye Companye 
of Ladyes, repaired hither in her Barge by Water, to be 
ready for inducting the noble Princeſs of Spaine. |

P PON Thurſdaye, the great and large voide Space 
t before Weſtminſter Hall and the Palace was gory 
ſanded, and goodly ordered for the Eaſe of the Horſes, 
and a Tilt ſett and arayſed at the whole Length from the 
Watergate well nighe up to the Entrance of the Gate that 
openeth into the King's Street towards the Sanctuary. At 
the upper End of the Tilt, by the Water Gate on the North 
Part, a certaine Space beſides from the ſaid Tilt, there was 
a goodly Tree empainted with pleaſant Leaves, Flowers, and 
Frute, ſett up, encompaſſed, and cloſed with a Pale round 
about. Upon Railes under this Tree were hanged the 
Scochions and Shieldes, with the Armes of. the Lordes and 
Knights Challengers, and of thoſe that intended to take 
pppog them the noble and valiant Acts, Juſts, and Turne-

ments Royall. On the South Side of this Place, ordered 


and addreſſed for this Running, there was a Stage ſtrong and 
' ſubſtantially builded, with its Partition in the Middeſt, 


whoſe Part uppon the Right Hand was * and 
garniſhed for the King's Grace and his Lordes full ple 

wich Hangings and . ppg of Gould; and the lower Part, 
uppon the left Hand, was in like Manner addreſſed and 
purveyed for the Queene's Grace and all the g Company 
of Ladyes. Anenſt this Partition there was Greeces 
Stayres down to the Place of Tournaye for Meſſengers, and 
thoſe by whom it pleaſed the Kinge's Highnes to have his 
Mind and Errand done. Into this Tent was Entrance, that 
the King, the Queene, the Prince, and my Ladye Princeſs, 
with all ther Nobles and Eſtates, might through Welſtmiaſter 
Hall by the Exchequer Chamber, without any more Shewe 
or Appearance, come into the ſaid Standing and Stage. In 
the Northe Syd, anenſt the Stage of the Kinge, ther was 
another Stage covered with red Seay for the Maior of London, 
the Sheriffs, Aldermen, and worſhipfull Perſons of the 
Crafts: And in all the Circuits of this Field of Warre, by 
and upon the Walles were double Stages, very thicke, and 


many well builded and planked for the honeſt and common 


People, the which at the great Price and Coſt of the common 
People were hyred. The Field , nigh unto the Tilt was 
barred, not only for the eſchewing of the Peoples Rudenes, 
idle Diſcurſe, and their wandring among the Spear 
Horſes, and Courſers, but for the Eaſe and Regarde 
their Hurt and Jepardies, and for preventing the diſtroublin 
and impediment of the preſent goodly Acts of the noble 
Feats of Armes and Warre. Aſſoone as Dynner was done 
in the Court, the Queene's Grace, my Lady the Kinge's 
Mother, the Princeſſe, the Ladye Margaret and her Siſter, 
the welbeloved Daughters unto the King, the Queene, with 
many other Ladyes and Gentlewomen of Honor, to the 
Number of Two or Three Hundred, entered into this goodly 
and well prepared Stage: And after that ymmediately the 
Kinge's Highnes himſelfe, with his noble Iſſue, the Prince 
and the Duke of Yorke, the Earle of Oxford great Chamber- 
leine of England, th Earle of Derbye Conſtable of the ſaid 
Realme, the Earle of Northumberland, the Earle of Shrewſ- 
bury, the Earle of Surrey, the Lordes Straungers of Spaine, 
with the moſt excellent Company of the Lords, Knights, 
Eſquiers, Gentlemen, and the Yeomen of the Guard to his 
noble Eſtate and Grace in wayting, repayred to the afore- 
ſayd Stage. The Maior of London and all his Company 
likewiſe came to their Place as afore reherſed. The Stages,

as alſo the Waltes, Battelments, and Windowes of the ſeveral- 
Buildings, were furniſhed and filled with a wonderfull Multi. 
tude of People, that unto the Sight and Perceiving there 
was Nothing to the Eye but oncly Viſages and Faces, without 
the Appearance of Bodyes. ö , 

- The Tyme being come for the worthy and pleafant 
entring of the Field of Warre and Armes, to be made and 
ſhowed by the goodiy and valiant Duke, Marques, Earles, 
Lordes, and noble Knights of the worſhipfull and auncient 
Blood of England, the Trumperts blewe to the Field for a 
great Seafon about the Tilt. Then, for the Chalingem, 
proceeded out of Weſtminſter Hall Sir George Herbert, Sit 
Rowland Knights, the Lord Barners, and the Lord Henry 
of Buckingham, armed in white Harneis, and mounted 
uppon their goodly Courſers, right well and pleaſantly 
trapped and garniſhed in rich Manner. After them came 
the Duke of Buckingham in his Pavilion of white and 
greene Silk, being Foure Square, having proper 'Turvets 
and Pynacles of curious Work, ſett fall of redd Roſes of 
the King's Badges. This Pavilion was borne, upholded, 
and conveyed with right many of his Servants on Foote, in 
Jacketts of blacke and redd Silk, followed by many other 
of his and the faid” Eordes Servants and Gallants, wel 
horſed, and their Horſes trapt and hanged with Spangles of 
Gold and Belles; fo that their Apparell, the avauncing of 
their Horſes, and the Demeanor of there Carriage was great 
Gladnes to the King's Grice, and to all the Beholders of the 
whole Realme of England there preſent, Thus they made 
their Arrayes, and rode about the Tilt, doing their 
Reverence, when they came before the King till they came 
to the End next Weſtminſter Hall againe, where they ſtoode 
up and made their Pauſe and Tariance. Eftfoones {or the 
contrary Part the Trumpetts blewe up the Field once ot 
twice in goodly Manner of Warre: And anone came out of 
the King's Street in at the Gate that openeth toward the 
Sanctuary, for the Nefendors, Guillam de la Rivers in his 
Pavilion, in a goodly Shippe borne up with Men, himſelie 
riding within in the Midſt. Then Sir John Pechey, Knight, 
in his Pavilion of red Silke borne over his Head. The Lord 
William of Devonſhire in a red Dragon led by a Gyant, and 
with a great Tree in his Hand. Th Earle of Eſſex in a 
oreat Monntaine of Greene, the which ſerved for his Pavilion, 
with many Trees, Rocks, Hearbes, Stones, and marveylous 
Beaſts upon the Sides: On the Height of this Monntaine 


there was a goodly young Ladye in her Haire pleaſantly 


beſeene. Phe Lord Marques in a lich and coſtly * 
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of Cloth of Gould, himſelfe alwaye, riding within the ſame, 
dreſſed in his Harneys. Thus they made their paſſing round 
about the Field, doing their Obedience and Curteſie to the 
King, till they came in likewiſe to the Place of their En- 
trance : So that the like unto this goodly Royaltie, Device, 
and Behaviour had not bcen ſeene in very long Remembrance. 
Immediately as they were departed out of their Pavilions by 
the King's Aſſignment, and the Overſight of the Conſtable 
and Judges, Staves were brought unto them, and they 
chardged and ran together eagerly. At this firſt Courſe ran 
the Duke of Buckingham and the Lord Marquiſſe : The 
Duke brake his Staffe right well and with great Slight and 
Strength uppon the Marques, and at the ſecond Courſe the 
the Marquiſſe brake his Staffe upon the Duke in likewiſe. 
Then the Reſidue of the Lordes and Knights ran orderly 
together: And for the moſt Part, at every Courſe, either 
th'one Staffe or the other, or moſt commonly both, were 
goodly and with good Art and Strength broken of many 
Pieces : So that ſuch a ſuſts and Field Royall, ſo nobly and 
valiantly done, hath not bene ſcene ne heard. 

The King's Grace intending to amplifie and increaſe the 
Roialtie of this noble ad ſolemne Feaſt with divers goodly 
Acts of Pleaſure, cauicd the Walls of Weſtminſter Hall, the 
which is of preat Length, Breadth, Largenes, and right 
craftye Building, to be richly hanged with pleaſant Clothes 
of Arras, and in its upper Part a royall and a great Cupboard 
to be made and erected, the which was in Length all the 
Breadth of the Channcery, and in it were ſett Seven Shelves 
or Haunches of a goodly Height, furniſhed and filled with 
as goodly and rich Treaſure of Plate as could be ſeene, great 
Part whereof was Gould, and all the Remanant of Silver 
gilt, In this Hall the King's Highnes, upon the Frydaye at 
Night after the firſt Juſts Royall, cauſed a goodly Diſguiling 


to be prepared, to the which himſelfe, the Prince, the 


Lorde of Yorke, the Lords of Spaine, with a great Com- 
pany of Lords of England both Spirituall and Temporall, 
Knightes, Eſquiers, and Gentlemen of the Court and 
| Realme, awayting on the Kinge, reforted. The Queene, 

my Ladye the King's Mother, the Ladye Princeſſe, with a 
goodly Company of freſh Ladyes and Gentlewomen of the 
Court and Realme, awaiting on her, likewiſe made their 
Repair to the ſaid Hall, When the King and the Queene 
had taken their noble Seates under their Clothes of Eſtate 
in the ſaid Hall, and every one of the Nobles were ordered 
ia their Places convenient, then began and entred the follow- 
ing goodly and pleaſant Diſguiſing, which was convayed ” 
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ſhewed in proper and ſubtile Pageants : The firſt was 1 
Caſtle right cunningly deviſed, fett upon Wheeles, and | 
drawne into the ſaid Hall by Fower great Beaſts with Chaines | 
of Gold. The Two firſt Beaſts were Lyons, one of them | 
of Gold and thother of Silver : The other Two were, one-of | 
them an Hart with gilt Hornes, and the fourth was an | 
1 Elke. In each of theſe Foure Beaſts were Two Men, one | 
4 | in the fore Part and another in the hinder Part, ſecretly hid 
4 and apparelled: Nothing of them was ſeene but their . 
4 which were diſguiſed after the Proportion and Kinde of thoſe 
of the Beaſts that they were in. Thus this Caſtle was by 
theſe Foure Beaſts properly convayed from the nether Part 
3 of the Hall to before the King and the Queene, who were 
__ - in the upper Part of the ſame Hall. There were within the 
14 faid Caſtle, diſguiſed, viii, goodly and freſh Ladyes looking 
out of the Windowes of the ſame. In the Foure Corners 
of this Caſtle were iiij Turretts, that is to ſay, in 
Square of the Caſtell one, ſett and appearing above the 
Height of it. In every of theiſe Turretts was a little Childe 
apparelled like a Maiden; and all the Fowre Children ſang 
moſt ſweetly and hermoniouſly in all the comming of the 
Caſtle, the Length of the Hall, till it was brought before the 
King's Majeſtie ; where when it had been conveyed, it was ſett 
ſomewhat out of the Way, towards the one Side of the Hall. 
The ſecond Pageant was a Shippe, in likewiſe ſett uppon 
Wheels, without any Leaders in Sight: The ſame was in 
right goodly Apparell, having her Maſts, Toppes, Sayles, 
Tackling, and all other Apperteynances neceſſary unto a 
ſeemely Veſſell, as though it had been ſayling in the Sea; 
and ſo paſſed through the Hall, by the whole Length, till 
they came before the King, ſomewhat beſides the Caſtle, 
The Maſters of the Shippe and their Company, in their 
Counteynances, Speaches, and Demeanor, uſed and behaved 
themſelves after the Manner and Guyſe of Mariners, and 
there caſt theire Anchers ſomewhat beſides the ſaid Caſtle, 
In this Shippe there was a goodly and a fayre Ladye, in her 
Apparell like unto the Princeſſe of Spaine. Out and from 
the ſaid Shippe deſcended downe by a Ladder 'Two well 
beſeene and goodly Perſons calling themſelves Hope and 
Defire, paſſing towards the rehearſed Caſtle with their ( 
Banners in Manner and Forme as Ambaſſadors from Knights a 
of the Mount of Love unto the Ladies within the Caſtle, t 
making great Inſtance in the Behalfe of the ſaid Knights, for k 
the Intent to attaine the Favour of the ſaid Ladyes preſent; 0 
making their Meanes and Intreaties as Woers and Breaker : 
of the Matters of Love betweene the Knights _ the l 
„ yes.

FExdyes. The faid Ladyes gave their finall Anſwere of 
utterly Refuſe and Knowledge of any ſuch Company, or 
that they were ever minded to the. Accompliſhment of any 
ſuch Requeſt ; and plainely denyed their Purpoſe and Deſire, 
The Two ſaid Ambaſſadors therewith taking great Diſ- 
pleaſure, ſhewed the ſaid Ladyes, that the Knights would 
for this unkind Refuſall make Battayle and Aſſauſt, and fo 
and in ſuch Wiſe to them arid their Caſtle, that it ſwuld be 
grievous to abyde their Power and Malice. | 

Incontinent came in the third Pageant, in Likenes of a 
great Hill or Mountaine, in the which were incloſed viii, 
goodly Kalghts with their Banners ſpredd and diſplayed, 
naming themſelves the Knights of the Mount of Love, and 
paſſed through the faid Hall towards the King's Grace, and 
there tooke theire Stannding upon the other Side of the 
Shippe. Then theſe Two Ambaſſadors departed to their 
Maſters the Knights, who were within the Mount, and 
ſhewed the Diſdaine and Refuſall, with the whole Circums 
ſtance of the ſame. The Knights, not being therewith 
content, with much Malice and courageous Minde ifſued 
from the ſaid Mount with their Banners diſplayed, and 
haſtely ſpedd them to the rehearſed Caſtle, which they forth- 
with aſſaulted, ſoe and in ſuch Wiſe, that the Ladyes 
yealding themſelves, deſcended from the Caltle, and ſub- 
mitted themſelves to the Power, Grace, and Will of thoſe 


noble Knights: Which Knights being right freſhly diſguiſed, - 


and the Ladyes alſo, Fower of them being dreſſed after the 


Ungliſhe Faſhion, and the other Foure after the Manner of 


Spaine, daunced together divers and many goodly Daunces. 


In the Tyme of their dauncing, the Three Pageants, the 


Caitle, the Shippe, and the Mountaine, removed and de- 
parted, In the ſame Wiſe the ſaid Diſguiſers, as well the 
Knights as the Ladyes, after certaine Leaſure of their Solace 
and Diſport, avoyded and evaniſhed ont of Sight and 
Preſence, x Then came downe the Lord Prince and the 
ye Cecill, and daunced Two Baſs Daunces, and departed 
up againe; the Lord Prince to the King, and the Ladye 
Cecill to the Queene. Eftſoones, the Ladye Princeſſe, and 
vic of her Ladyes with her, in Apparell after the Spaniſh 
Guite, came downe, and daunced other Two Baſs Dannces, 
and then both departed up againe to the Qneene. In the 


third and laſt Place, the Duke of Yorke, having with him 


the Ladye Margaret his Siſter in his Hand, came down and 


dinnced Two Baſs Daunces. Afterwards he perceiving 
ninlelſe to be accombred with his Clothes, ſodainly caſt off 


Lis Gowne, and daunced in his Jackett with the ſaid Ladye 
Ton. V. 2 : Margarett 
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Margarett in ſo goodly and pleaſant a Maner, that it was 
to the King and Queene great and ſingular Pleaſure, Then 
they departed againe, the Duke to the King and the Ladys 
to the Queene, This Diſguiſing Royall thus ended, the 
Voydee began to enter in the Maner of a Bankett, exceed- 
ing the Price of any other uſed in great Seaſons. Before 
the Voygee came in Five Score Couple, Earles, Barons, and 
Knights, over and beſides Squiers, having Collers and Chains 
of Gould every each of them throughout, bearing the one 
of them a Spice Plate, the other a Cuppe, beſide Yeomen 
of the Guard that followed them with Potts of Wine to fill 
the Cuppes. The Spice Plates were furniſhed in the moſt 
bounteous Manner with Spices after the Manner of a Voydee; 
and the Cuppes were repleniſhed with Wine, and univerſally 
throughout the ſaid Hall diſtributed. The Number of the 
faid Spice Plates and Cuppes were goodly and marveylous, 
and yet the more to be wondred, for that the Cupboard was 
nothing touched, but ſtood compleat garniſhed and filled, 
ſeemingly not one diminiſhed. Thus this goodly Maltitude 
of E tates and Gentils, refreſhed with the bounteons Plenty 
of Spices and Wines at their Commoditie and Leaſure, con- 
cluded this preſent Fridaye, and departed to their Reſts, 

Uppon Saturdaye, becauſe it was raynie, and not cleere 
ne ftable Weather, the Company of Nobles, after doing 
their Dueties to Almighty God in the Church, made Paſtime 
right honnorably in their Bowers and Chambers. 

Uppon the Sondaye enſewing there was kept in the Par- 
liament Chamber a great and a goodly Bankett: In the 
which Chamber were Foure Boards covered with Clothes 
for the States, ſo that they might ſitt at the ſaid Bankett, 


There was alſo a Stage of divers Degrees and Haunces of 


Height for the Cupboard that the Plate ſhould ſtand in; the 
which Plate, for the moſt Part, was cleane Gould, and'the 
Reſidue all guilt, and none Silver, and was in Length fron 
the Cloſett Doore to the Chimney. 

The King's Grace beganne this Bankett, and fate at the 
Side Table next to his owne Chamber, the Princeſs of 
Spaine on his one Hand, and the Counteſſe uppon his other, 
Next to the Conteſſe fate the Prothonotary, aud by him 1 
Ladye of Spaine. Then was the Earle of Oxford appointed 
in Courſe to ſitt next, and ſo he did. Next unto him fate 
the Ladye Maiſtrefſe of Spaine: Then next the Lord d 
Derbye, and by him a Ladye of Spaine. 

The Queene ſatte at the Table ſtanding at the Bed's Fett, 
which was in the upper End of the Chamber, and which 
was the Table of moſt Reputation of all the Tables in ii 


Chambei. 
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Chamber. My Ladye the King's Mother ſet on the one 
Hand, and the Biſhop of Spaine on the other. My Lady 
Cecill and my Ladye Katherine alſo fat at the ſame Table. 
The Prince beganne the Side Board next Weſtminſter Hall. 
My Ladye Margaret the King's Daughter fat next to him, and 
next my Ladye Margaret ſate the Dutcheſſe of Norffolk. 
Then next to her fate my Lorde of Yorke, having a Ladye 
of Spaine on his one Hand, and a Lady of England on his 
other. Then the Earle of Northumberland ſat betweene 
Two other like Ladyes. And anente my Lord Prince ſate 
the Earle of Spaine and a Lady of Spaine. Next the faid 
Earle, and at the nether End of this Table ſate the Earle of 

Surrey, and Two Brethren of the Earle of Spaine. | 
At the fourth Board, in the lower Part of the Chamber, 
beganne Two Ladyes of Spaine, one of them before the 
other. Then the Ladye Dawbeny and the Lady Herbert, 
the one before the other. Then a Ladye of Spaine, the 
Ladye Burgeny, and the Ladye Dacres af the South; and 
then all the Gentlewomen of Spaine. Thirtye Barons and 
Knights, or thereabouts, were affigned to ſerve them; and 
none other did theire Service but Barons and Knights, except 
that Torches were borne by Eſquiers, and none others. 
There were Five Courſe of Fieſh to every Meſſe of Meate, 
and at every Courſe Seven Diſhes, and after that a Courſe of 
Frute of Five Diſhes. Then came in Wafers and Ypocras. 
This begann at vii. of the Clocke, and continewed T'wo 
Howers. After that the Earle and his Brother daunced 
Two Daunces. Then the King, the Queene, and all the 
the States departed into Weſtminſter Hall, where they beheld 
an Interlude till the Diſguiſing came. The Diſguiſing was 
ſhewed by Two Pageants: The firſt was a Thing made like 
an Arbour, in goodly Manner and Proportion, wherein were 
Twelve Lordes, Knightes, and Men of Honor diſguiſed and 
richly beſeene. This Arbour was ſo properly brought, that 
at ſuch Tyme as it came before the King, it was turned 
round about in the ſetting of it downe ; ſo that the King, 
the Queene, and all the States might ſee and behold throughly 
the Proportion thereof. In the ſetting downe of this Arbour 
the Gate thereof was turned to the Kinge and the Queene. 
Then came out thereof ſundry Lords, Knights, and Men 
of Honour, diſguiſed, who by themſelves for a long Space 
daunced divers and ſondry Daunces, and then ſtood aſide. 
6 hen the Trumpets blew up, and therwith came in a goodly 
Pageant, made round after the Faſhion of a Lanthorne, calt 
out with many proper and goodly Windowes feneſtred with 
fine Lawns, wherein were more than an Hundred great 
22 2 Lights. 
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Lights. Tn the ſayd Lanthorne were xii. goodly Ladyes dif, 
guiſed, and right richly beſcene in the goodlyeſt Manner and 
Apparel that hath bene uſed. This Lanthorne was made 
of fo fine Stute, and ſo many Lights were in it, that theſe 
Ladyes might perfectly : ppeare and be known through the 
ſaid Lanthornc. After that this Lanthorne was brought and 
ſet right before the King and the Queene, theſe Twelve 
diſguiſed Ladyes came out and daunced by them ſelves in 
right goodly Manner divers and many Dannces a great Space. 
Then coupled the ſaid diſguiſed Lords, Kuights, and Men 
of Honor with theſe xii. diſguiſed Ladyes, and ſo daunced 
altogether a great Space. In the Tyme of dauncing, the 
Earies, Barons, and Knights, to the Number of Threeſcore 
or mure, departed to fetch up the Voyde for the King and 
Quncene, At this Voyde were xxx. or more ſtanding with 
Spice Piatcs all guilt, and the Reſidue were all great guilt 
Bolles with Spices. As for the Cupboard, it was in the 
ſame Place and of the {ame Length and Heigth that it was 
on Fridaye at Night. After this Voyde, the King and all 
his Lordes, the Queene aad all her Ladies, departed ta their 
Lodging about Midnight. . 

Uppon Mondaye next followinge was Running and 
Juſts at Weſtminſter. They that were Chalengers the firlt 
Daye were Defenders nowe the ſecond Daye : And they that 
were Defendors the firſt Daye were Chalengers the ſecond 
Daye. All of them raune well, and brake many Staves, 
more then they did the firſt Daye. All the Chalengers came 
into the Ficld with goodly Devices, but the Defenders had 
none other Thing but their Harnels and Armour. 
Uppon the Twefdaye, all the noble and valiant Knights 
of Warre, Chatenpers and Defendors, had Reſpite ang re- 
poſed thomicives, and the other Nobles and Ellates ſolaced 
and daunccd in their Bower gad Chambers all that fam: 
Daye right goodly and pleaſantly. 

Uppon the Wedneſday, the Tilt within the Palace gt 
Weſtrainſter, which was ordeyncd for Defence and Salegard 
of the Forſes of thoſe that ſhould exerciie the Feats of 
Warre wich their Speares and other Weapens, was remored 
and taken awaye, aud the Ciounde made ſmooth and plaing. 
Into this Place, sfvone as the King's Grace and the Qreene's, 
veith their kovorrabie Company of Lordes and Ladycs, Wes 
pici-ir on their Stages and Tents to bebold the pleasant 
Lecdes of Armes, veegediaicly centred ja out of Weir 
winſier [14] the noble Nuke of Buckingham, his Brother 

the Lord Henry of Buckingham, the Lord Tarners, Si 
George Hubert, and dir Lowland Enyghts, Iucontincgt 
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aſter that the Trumpetts had blowen into the Field, the ſaid 
Duke in his Pavilion of white and green Silk faſhioned after 
the Manner of a goodly Chapell, with Turretts and Pinacles, 
with proper Vaines uppon them, beſett with red Roſes of 
the King's Armes of England, having before him v. younge 
Children of Honor in goodly Manner furniſhed with Clokes 
of Clas ot Gould, came ryding uppon pleaſant Courſers, 
with divers other Gallants right coſtly horſed and arrayed : 
And in ſuch Wiſe they all made their Courſe about the 


Ficlde, doing their Obedience with Curteſye before the 


King's Grace, And fo they came againe unto their Entrance, 
where they made Pauſe and Station as Chalengers, in the 
molt goodly Wile, as they did on the Thurſdaye, as is before 
reherſed. 

Ettſoone, for the contrarie Partie, the Trumpetts blewe 
up unto the Fielde, ridinge once or twice about the Place of 
Warre. Forthwith entred in at the Gate that openeth into 


the King's Street and the Sanctuary of Weſtminſter, the 


I. Marqueſſe, the Earle of Eſſex, the Lord William of 
Devonſhire, Sir John Peche, and Sir Guilliame de la Rivers, 
Knights, in right goodly Manner and Guiſe, with their 
Followers and Serviteurs to a goodly Number. Both the 
Parties were fo pleaſantly hor;ed and decked, and they ad- 
vanced their Horſes and Courſers ſo courageouſly, that this 
royall Sight of ſo great a Multitude of Noblemen, both on 
Horſbacke and on Foote, was fo pleaſurefull and goodly, 
that the like unto it have not bene. ſeene in Tymes paſt, 
Thus the Marqueſſe, the Earle, the Lord, and the Two 
Knights compaſſed the Field with their Horſes, making their 
Obedience with Curteſye to the King's Grace, and ſo came 
acaine to their Entrance, and there they ſtood up as De- 
tendors, Then at the Pleaſure of the King's Grace and of 
his Highnes, and by the Overſight of the Conſtable and 
Judges, were ſharpe Speares brought unto them by their 
Servitors. Firſt, the Duke and the Lord Marquis ran 
together egerly and with great Courage, although in great 
Jeopardye and Feare of their Lives, and brake divers Speares 
right valiantly and with great Strength. Secondly, the 
Eule of Eſſex, and the Lord Henry of Buckingham ran 
together with like ſharpe Speares, and did full nobly, and 
Ye hardye Knights, breaking upon each other divers and 
many Speares. After that the Lord William of Devonſhire 
aud Sir Rowland ranne, and did full courageouſly the Act 
of that Feate of Armes with ſuch Strength and Power, that 
they brake many and divers Staves each uppon other. The 
Relidue coupled and ran each to the other, and noblye brake 
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their Staves. In ſuch Manner, and in ſo noble Wiſe did 
they uphold that Daye, that howbeit they ran with ſharpe 
Speares, yet they forced themſelves ſo much, and fo little 
Favour was uſed amongſt them, that ſome Tyme both 
Parties of. them were borne to the Ground both Horſe and 
Man. After theſe noble Challengers and Defenders had thus 
valiantly attempted each other in the Points of Juſts and 
ruaning with ſharpe Speares, that they turneyed with 
Swordes. Firſt, the Duke and the L. Marqueſſe, and after 
that the Earle of Eſſex and the Duke's Brother, who ſo 
worthely and like hardy Knights fought and ran together 
with ſuch Might, and in ſo noble Wiſe, that ſome of their 
Swordes were ſtroken out of their Handes : Sometimes both 
Horſe and Man enclined to the Earth. Thus all the Fire 
Couples of Lordes and Knights turgeyed full eger and 
valiantly, ſo that their Deedes of Armes in thoſe Feates were 
worthy great Prayſe, and in Memory to be recommended, 
Immediately after theſe goodly Acts they departed the Field. 
Firſt the Chalengers repaired into Weſtminſter Hall, and the 
Defendors out againe at the Gate into the King's Street, 
nigh unto the Sanctuary. In the meane Seaſon, while both 
theſe Companies of noble Warriors and Knights were abſent 
and harneyſing of themſelves, there was brought into the 
Ficlde a certaine Barrier, the which was ſett overthwart the 
Place bcfore the King's Stage, being of the middle Height 
of a Man, made ſtedfaſt and with Rayles on each End of 
the Barryers, ſett upright and tyed together at the Toppes 
with Cordes. Enſewing the Duke of Buckingham, the Lord 
Henry his Brother, the Lord Barners, Sir George Herbert, 
and Sir Rowland Knight, in compleat Harnes enterd in from 
Weltmiaſter Hall and proceeded unto the Side of the Barrier, 
and there did theire Obedience with Curteſeye unto the 
King's Highnes, and ſomewhat withdrewe them againe, and 
made theire Standing yet as Chalengers. In this their Att 

of this preſent Daye, forthwith appeared in the Gate that 

openeth into the King's Street and the Sanctuary a goodly 
hippe, with all Manner of Tacklinge and Mariners in her: 

The which, on their ſaid Appearance, made a great and huge 

vt Noyſe with Serpentines and other Gunſhott, and ſo came, 

1 1 being goodly conveyed, unto the other Side of the Barrier, 

1 the Five rehearſed Defendors being all within her in compleat 
3 Harneſs, that is to ſaye, the Lord Marquis, the Earl of 
by Elkx, the Lord William of Devonſhire, Sir John Pechey, 

and Guiliam de la Rivers. Then they deſcended from the 

Shippe without Obedience, becauſe the Daye was farre paſt. 

Forthwith was ſent to the Duke, to his Brother, to the Lord 

54; 2 | Marguell, 
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and to the Earle of Eſſex, each of them being on foote, a 
Speare. Soone after they pitched together, and fought with 
thoſe Speares, and eftſoones turned the great Endes, and 
fore and greevoully laid at each other a long Seaſon. After 
that the other Couples in like Caſe fought eagerly, and many 
Stroakes were betwene them: And in all ſuch their Battell, 
Gunſbott was ſtill ſetten out of the Shippe. This ſolemne 
Acte ended, they purpoſed them to their Departure, and 
avoided the Field in like Cafe as they entred, and the ſame 
Waye. The King's Grace, the Queene, and all other 
Nobles of Honnor then reſorted to their Suppers and 
Lodgings : And thus goodly concluded this preſent Wedneſ- 
daye, with much Joie and Pleaſure, | | 

Uppon the Thurſdaye, being the Morrowe after, were 
Appointments and Summons of Juſts and Tourney given 
unto the Nobles and Knights : To the beholding hereof the 
King's Highnes, the Queene, the Lord Prince, the Princes, 
and all other Eſtates conveyd themſelves into the foreſaĩd 
Field. They being in their Tents and Staires redye preſent, 
the Field was avoyded, and the Tipped Staves and other 
Officers ſett the People in Order full diſcreetly. The ex- 
cellent Number of Commons that were ſomewhat touched 
and ſpoken of in the firſt Daye of Juſts, were now alſo in 
their foreſaid Stages, and the Windowes and Battlements 
right plentifull and bravely filled. Incontinent the Trum- 
petts of the Chalengers blewe vp unto the Field, encom- 
paſling the ſame once or twice about on Horſback. In 
right pleaſant Manner, and without tarrying, came out of 


Weſtminſter Hall, for the Chalenger's Partie, a goodly 


Company of Gentlemen and Men of Honor, right well 
hocſed aud beſeene, avaunſing after a courageons Guile their 
Horſes, which were decked and garniſhed with Spangles, 
Belles, and divers other Devices, after the meeteſt Faſhion 
that hath bene uſed. After them came a goodliy Chaire of 
Cloth of Gould, drawneg with fower marvelous Beaſts : The 
two firſt were great Lyons, one of them Redd and the other 
White: The third Beaſt was a white Hart with guilt Horns; 
and the fourth an Elke: Every one having within them 
Two Men, whoſe Leggs onely appeared, being faſhioned 
after the Colour and Similitude of the Beaſts that they were 
in. Within this Chaire there was a faire young Ladye, the 
which, when they had ridden about the Field doing their 
Reverence before the King's Grace with much Curteſye, was 
delivered into the King's Stage amonge the faire and beauti- 
tull Company of Ladyes, and there coatinewed untill ſuch 
Tyme as all the Juſts and Tourneys were expired and ended. 
The 
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The Five Noblemen, to wit, the L. Marquis, th Earle, tlie 
Lorde, and the Knights, all in compleat Harneis, rode about 
the ſaid Charre, 'Two on the one Side and Two on the 
other, and the L. Marqueſſe directly behinde. Thus they 
convayed the rehearſed Charre unto the Place of their 
Entrance, there abiding the Defendors comming. So fortu- 
nate hath our Realme of England ever been behoulden, that 
whatſoever Chalenge of Armes hath been made therein in 
any Wiſe by Straungers or Aliens, th'anſwere thereof hath 
bene right laudably ſhapen and found by ſome noble Knights 
of our Realme and Nation, wherefore unto this preſent 
Engliſh Chalendge in Armes, is like Anſwer and Defence given 
right gladly by Engliſh Knights. To this the Trumpetts 
blewe up, riding once or twice about the Field. TIncontinent 
came in at the Gate that opened into the King's Street and 
Sanctuary, a goodly Company of Gentlemen and Men of 
Honnor uppon their Courſers, right richly beſeene and arrayed, 
as it was before expreſſed, in the Partie of the Chalengers. 
Afrer them followed ymmediately the Enactors of the Feates 
of Warre, and the Defenders in this Behalfe. Firſt, Sit 
Rowland Knights, Sir George Herbert, the Lord Barners, 
the Lord Henry of Buckingham, and the Duke of Bucking- 
ham, all on Horſbacke in compleat Harneis, and the Horſes 
trapped after a full goodly Manner. Thus they compaſſed 


the Field round about, and did their Obedience before the 


King's Highnes full curteouſly, and fo reſorted to the Place 
of their Entrance. Eftſoones were Two Staves with Cronalls 
brought unto them, one unto the noble Duke of Bucking- 
ham, the other to the Lord Marqueſſe, and anone they 
chardged and ran together at the Large, without any Tilt, 
and brake their-Staves right nobly. Two or Three Courſes 
after that were other Staves ſent unto th Erle of Eſſex and 
the Lord Henry the Duke's Brother ; and they alſo chardged 
and ran together. After them ran every other Couple cf 
Chalengers and Defendors. Each. unto other made their 
Courſes full nobly, and like valiant Knights. Sir Richard 
Guildford Comptroller of the King's Houle, and Sir Nicholas 
Vaux were ever, for the moſt Partie, in the Field every 
Daie of the Juſts, right goodly beſene both as to their 
Horſes and their Rayment, with great and Maſſye Chaines 
of Gold about theire Necks : By them the King's Grace did 
ſend his Minde and Meſſages into the Field, at his goodly 
Pleaſure.” This noble Running at the Large thus ended, 
there were Swordes for the Tourneye delivered unto the 
Duke of Buckingham and unto the Lord Marqueſſe, and 


they ran together and tourneyed, and had many Strokes 
unto 
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unto each other. After them the Earle of Eſſex and the 
Duke's Brother did theſe like goodly Deedes with Swordes, 
and tourneyed right nobly. In the ſame Manner the Lord 
Barners and the Lord William of Devonſhire, Sir Rowland 
Knights and Sir John Pechey, and the Reſidue, After theſe 
ſeverall Runnings and Tournaye each with the other, all 
the v. Chalengers and Five Defenders tournayed all in the 
Field at once, ſtriking, rayſing, and laſting at each other, 
many Strokes a long Scaſon. Some of their Swordes were 
broken of Two Pieces, and of ſome others their Harneys 
was hewen off from their Bodye, and fell into the Feild. 


By this Seaſon the Daye drewe faſt unto its End, and theſe 


noble Knights purpoſed them to their departing. Then the 
Lord Marqueſſe, th Earle of Eſſex, the Lord William of 
Devonſhire, Sir John Pechey, and Sir Guilliam de la Rivers, 
convayed their Chaire of Cloth of Gould drawen with the Foure 
rehearſed Beaſts, uno the King's Stage, and there receaved 
their Ladye agayne, and fo departed out of the Field. In 
like Manner the Duke of Buckingham, the Lord Henry his 
Brother, and all the Defendors made their Departinge in 
like wiſe as they entred, in moſt goodly Behaviour and 
Ulage, 

The ſame Thurſday at Night, Weſtminſter Hall was cauſed 
by the King's Grace to be goodly apparelled. Firſt, the 
Walles thereof were hanged with rich and coſtly Clothes of 
Arras of a great Height; and in the upper Part was ordered 
a Cloth of Eſtate for the King's Highnes, with Cuſhions and 
Carpetts, and all other goodly Requiſites unto his noble 
Perſon and Eſtate. The Cupboard alſo of Seven Shelves 
and Stages of great Height, furniſht and filled with pretious 
and ſumptuous Plate of moſt pleaſant Faſhion, was erected 
and ſett, conteyning all the Breadth of the Chauncery. 
The Plate thereof were great and maſſye Potts, Flagons, 
ſtanding Cuppes, goodlye Bolles, and Peeces for the molt 
Part cleane gould, and all the Reſidue gilt: as it was uppon 
the firſt Thurſdaie of Juſts before rehearfed and ſhewen. 
Into this goodly Hall and Place thus plefantly apparelled, 
the King's Grace, the Queene's Grace, the Prince and 
Princeſſe, my Lady the King's Mother, with all the noble 
Eſtates, as well of England as Straungers of Spaine, came 
and reſorted for the VParpole and Intent of beholding a 
certaine Diſguiſing there aſſigned This Diſguiſing, ſhortly 
after Silence and Order of every Perſon had been commanded, 
appeared, and was ſhowen after the moſt proper Wiſe and 
M-nner, that is to faie; in the lower End of Weſtminſter 


Hall were diſcloſed and brought into Sight Two merveylous 
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Mounts or Mountaines right cunningly practized and made, 
the one of them of the Colour Greene, planted full of freſh 
Trees, ſome like Olives, ſome like Oranges, and ſome like 
Laurell and Juniper Trees, as alſo with divers and many 
faire and pleaſant Herbes, Flowers, and Frutes, that great 
Delite it was to behould. The ſecond Mountaine was 
ſomewhat more like unto a Rocke, ſcorched and brent with 
the Sun, and of a darker Colour, out of whoſe Sides prewe, 
and eboyled as it had bene, Ore of ſondry Mettalls, as of 
Gold, Silver, Lead, and Copper, Sulphur, and divers 
Kindes of Stones, Chriſtall, Corall, Amber, and other more 
of merveylous Kinde and Nature, right ſtately pictured and 
imprinted as ever hath bene ſeene. "Theſe Two Mountaines 
were faſtacd and chained together with a goodly Chaine of 
Gould throughout the Midſt of both of them; and thus 
were ſubtelly convayed and drawne uppon Wheeles, prively 
and unperceaved, unto the Tyme they came jotatly ſo tyed 
together, unto the King's Prelence, being in the higher Part 
of the ſaid Hall, There were fitting uppon certaine Steppes 
and Benches on the Sides of the firſt Mountaine of Colour 
Greene Xii, freſhe Lordes, Knights, and Men of Honor, 
moſt ſeemely and ſtraungely diſguized, making great and 
ſwect Melody with muſical Inftruments of much Hermoay, 

as Tabors and Taboreurs, Lutes, Harpes, and Recorders. 

In the ſmall Hilles uppon the Sides of the redd Mount or Rocke 

were xi1. diſguiied Ladies, and one in the Toppe arrayed after the 
Manner of the Princeſs of Spaine ; all theiſe freſh apparelled 
Ladyes and Women of Honor, having like .Inſtruments of 
Muſicke as Claricords, Dulſymers, Claricimballs, and ſuch 
other. Each of them, as well the Lordes diſguiſed in their 

Mountaine, as the Ladyes in theirs, uſed, occupied, and 

played uppon the Inſtruments all the Waye comming from 

the lower End of Weſtminſter Hall till they came before the 

King and the Quecene's Majeſtie, ſo ſweetly and with ſuch 

Noyſe, that in my Mynde it was the firſt ſuch pleaſant 

Myrth and Property that ever was heard in England of long 

Sealon. When the Mountaines with their People were 

pitched and grounded before the King's Sight, the xi. 

goodly diſguiſed Knights and Men of Honnor deſcended and 

daunced together deliberate and pleaſantly. Eftſoone the 

xii, Ladyes in like Manner deſcended from their Hilles, and 

coupled with the {aid reherſed Lordes; and fo in a ſeemly 

Sort they all xx1iii. diſported and daunced there a Jong 

Seaſon many and divers Roundes and newe Daunces, full 

curiouſly and with moſt wonderfull Counteynance. In the 

meane Scaſon the Two Mountaines departed and evaniſbed 
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out of Preſence and Sight. Incontinent entred in the Voyde, 
brought by 4 or 5 Score Couple of Earles, Barons, Knights, 
and Men of Honnor, one of them bearing a Spice Plate 
repleniſhed with Spices, the other a Cupp, enſewingly 
throughout the whole Company. Atter them followed 
Squires, Gentlemen, and Yeoman of the Guarde, with Potts 
of Wine to fill the foreſaid Cuppes whenſoever and as often as 
they were emptied. At this Voyde was Diſtribution and 
Delivery of the Rewardes and Gifts unto the Lordes and 
Knights that had fo well uphelde and mainteyned the noble 
Deedes in Juſts and Tournaye the Foure Dayes paſt, after 
righteous and bounteous Curteſie unto every each of them, 
as the Bruite and Fame went, and was knowen of their 
worthy Meritts and Deſervings. Firſt, the Duke had given 
unto him a rich and precious Stone, a Diamond of great 
Virtue and Price: The Lord Marqueſs had a Rubye: The 
Duke's Brother, the Earle, and other Lords and Knights 
each of them had pretious Stones, and Rings of Gould, 
moſt excellently and after moſt goodly Manner, as they 
were righteouſly.peruſed and commended, by the Handes of 
the Princeſs. * Thus the King's Grace, the Prince and 
Princeſſe, with all other Eſtates both of England and Spaine, 
refreſhed and joyfull made unto their Lodgings and Reſts : 
There ſeemely departing, with excellent Mirth and Gladnes, 
deducing this goodly Daye unto its End, 

The Duty of the Religion of Chriſtendome is, that the 
Service and Woorſhip of God ſhould be above all Things 
eſpecially mainteyned ; and fo verely it was on the en{ewing 
Sunday, after the moſt excellent Solemnitic about the Honnor 
of Almightye God, with pricked Songe and Orgunes, and 
goodlye Ceremonies in the Queere and Aulters. Thus was 
the Forenoone expended wholy and with great Vertue. In 
the Afternoone, the King Highnes ſped with a right pleaſant 


Companye of Gentiles and Eſtates, through his goodly 


Gardens unto his Gallery uppon the Walles, the which 
Gardens were apparelled pleaſantly for his Highnes and 


certaine Lordes there redye ſett, ſome with Cheſles, and 


{ome with Tables, Byles, Dice, and Cardes. The Place of 
Butts was redye for Archers; and tkere were bowling Alleys 
and other pleaſant and goodly Diſports for every Perſon as 
they would chooſe and deſire. Uppon the Outſide of the 
Walles, directly under the Windowes, were Barres, and 
voyde Spaces for Juſts. Alſo there was ſett up and areaſed 
Two high and great Poſts with Croches. Theſe Poſts were 
faſt ſett and driven into the Ground; and over the Croches 
was a great Table ſtretched ſtedfaſtly, and diawne with a 
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Wheele, and ſtayde uppon both the Sides with divers 


Cordes, ſo that the Sight of it was like unto the Rigging 
of an Houſe. Uppon the Frame and Table aſcen 
went up a Spanyard, the which ſhewed there many woondroug 


and delicious Points of Tumbling, Dauncing, and other 


Sleights, The King's Grace and his noble Companye entred 


againe through theſe pleaſant Gardens to his rehearſed 


Lodging at Richmond untill Even Song, and ſo went into 
his Supper. Againſt that his Grace had ſupped, the goodly 


Hall was addreſſed and goodly beſeene, and a Royall Cup- 


borde ſett ther uppon, in a baye Windowe of ix. or x, 
Stages and Haunces of Height, furniſhed and fulfilled with 
rich and goodly Plate of Gould, and % Silver and Guilt, 
In the upper Part of the Hall were Carpets and Cuſhions of 


Cloth of Gould for the King's noble Majeſtic, whither, when 


that his Grace and his wel-beloved Company of Nobles 
were come, there entred in a pleaſant Diſguiſing, conveyed 
and ſhewed by a glorious Towre or Tabernacle made like a 
goodly Chapell, feneſtred full of Lights and Brightnes. 
Within this Pageant or Tabernacle was another ſtanding 
Cupboard of rich and coſtly Plate to a great Subſtance and 
Quantitie. This Throne and Pageant was of Two Stories, 
iu the longer were viii. goodly diſguiſed Lordes, Knights, 


and Men of Honnor ; and in the upper Storye and Partition 


viii. other freſh Ladyes moſt ſtrangely diſguiſed, and after 
moſt pleaſurefull Manner, Thus this goodly Worke was 
aproached unto the King's Preſence and Sight, drawen 
and conveyed uppon Wheeles by iij. Sea Horſes, two before 
and one behind. On either Side of the ſame were Mermaides, 
one of them a Man Mermaid the other a Woman: The Man 
was in Harneſſe from the Waſt upwards. In every of the 
ſaid Mermaides was a Childe of the Chapell ſinging right 
ſweetly and with quaint Harmony. Thence theſe vijj. 


pleaſant Gallants, Men of Honor, deſcended : And before 


their comming forth they caſt out many quicke Conyes, the 
which rann about the Hall, and made very great Diſporis. 


After that they daunced many and divers goodly Daunces. 


And forthwith came downe the viii. diſguiſed Ladyes ; and 
in their apearance they let flye many white Doves and 
Byrdes ihat flewe about the Hall, and great Laughter and 
Diſport they made, Theſe Lordes and Ladyes coupled 
together and daunced a long Seaſon many courtly. Roundes 
and pleaſant Daunces. After that, the Earle of Spaine and 


a Lady of the tame Countrey daunccd Two baſe. Daunces, 


and went up againe, After this came in a Voyde of goody 
Spices and Wine, brought by a great Number of Earles, 
| - Barons, 


and- 
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Barons, and Knights, to a great Company, as it hath bene 
declared in Voidees before this preſent Daye. Th Arch- 
biſhop of Spaine, the Buiſhop, the Earle, and his Brother, 
made their Repaſts ſeverally every one of them in theire 
owne Chambers and Lodgings, and they had Cupboards 
made unto them of the King's Plate and Treaſure right 
goodlye and rich. Th Archbiſhop's Cupboard was to the 
Sum of 6 or 7 Hundred Marks, the Buiſhop's unto the 
Value of 500, the Earle's 400, and the Earle's Brother 300. 
All the which Plate and Treaſure the Kinge's Goodnes 
bonnteouſly gave clearely unto every each of them, as unto 
them they were made, with moſt noble Wordes and 
Thaunks for their great Diligence, Labour, and Paine that 
they had, with his noble Daughter in the Lawe, ſuffred and 
abidden. And thus was this moſt joytull Daie ended and 
expired, and the worthie Nobles departed to their Reſts,

N the Yeare of our Lord God 1502, the ſecond Daye of 
Aprill, in the Caſtle of Ludlowe deceaſed Prince Arthur 
firſt begotton Son of our Soveraigne L. King Henry the viich. 
and in the xviith. Yeare of his Raigne, Immediately after 
his Death Sir Richard Poole his Chamberlaine, with other 
of his Councell, wrote and ſent Letters to the King and 
Councell to Greenwich, where his Grace and the Queene's 
laye, and cer tiſied them of the Prince's Departure. The 
which Councell diſcreetly ſent for the King's Ghoſtly 
Father a Fryer obſervant, to whom they ſhewed this moſt 
lorrowfull and heavye Tydings, and deſired him in his belt 
Manner to ſhewe it xo the Kinge. He in the Morning of 
the Tweſdaie following, ſomewhat before the Tyme 
accuſtomed, knocked at the King's Chamber Dore ; and 
when the Kinge underſtood it was his Confeſſor, he com- 
mannded to lett him in. The Confeſſor then W 
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all thoſe there preſent to avoide, and after due Salutation 


began to ſaie, Si bona de manu dei ſuſcipimus, mala autem 


guare non fuſtineamus © and ſo ſhewed his Grace that his 
deareſt Sonne was departed to God. When his Grace 
underſtood that ſorrowful heavy Tydings, he ſent for the 
Queene, ſaying, that he and hjs Queene would take the 
painefull Sorrowes together. After that ſhe was come and 
fawe the King her Lord, and that naturall and painefull 
Sorrowe, as I have heard ſaye, ſhe with full great and con- 
ſtant comfortable Wordes beſought his Grace, that he would 
firſt after God, remember the Weale of his owne noble 
Perſon, the Comfort of his Realme, and of her. She then 
faied, that my Ladye his Mother had never no more Children 
but him onely, and that God by his Grace had ever pre- 
ſerved him, and brought him where that he was, Over 
that, howe that God had left him yet a fayre Prince, Two 
fayre Princeſſes ; and that God is, where he was, and we are 
both young ynoughe : And that the Prudence and Wiſdome 
of his Grace ſpronge over all Chriſtendome, ſo that it ſhoild 

leaſe him to take this accordingly thereunto. Then the 


King thanaked her of her good Comfort. After that ſhe 


was departed and come to her owne Chamber, naturall and 
motherly Remembrance of that great Loſſe ſmote her {6 
ſorrowfull to the Hart, that thoſe that were about her were 
faine to ſend for the King to comfort her. Then his Grace 
of true gentle and faithfull Love, in good Haſt came and 
relieved her, and ſhowed her howe wiſe Counſell ſhe had 
given him before; and he for his Parte would thanke God 
for his Sonn, and would ſhe ſhould doe in like Wiſe. 


The INTERRYEMENT of PRINCE ARTHURE, 


The Corpſe was coyled, well ſeered, and conveniently 
dreſſed with Spices and other ſweet Stuffe, ſuch as thole 
that bore the.Chardge thereof could purveye, and that it 
might be furniſht of. This was fo ſufficiently. done, that i 
needed not Lead, but was cheſted. The Cheſt was coverel 
with a good blacke Cloth cloſe ſewed to the ſame, with! 
white Croſſe and ſufficient Rings of Iron to the ſame ; and 
thus laid in his Chamber under a Table covered with ri 
Clothes of Gold, a rich Croſſe under him, and certain 
Caudleſticks of Silver over him, with Tapers of Ware 
burning, and Fonre other great Candleſticks of Lattyn, with 
Tj. great Tapers continuallye burning there. On Sher 
Thurſday certaine of his Almes Folkes fate aboute the Corp 
holding "Torches both Night and Daye, And fo it ” 
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remained unto the Feaſt of St. George Daye at Afternoone, 
at which Seaſon he was removed to the Pariſh Church in 
Manner that followeth, . 5 
Firſt, the Hall was voyded, and there was ordeyned a 
Table with Treſſels for the Corpes to remaine on unto the 
Tyme that the Proceſſion was redye: The Corpſe was 
brought from his Chamber borne by Yeomen of his Chamber 
under a rich Cloth ob black Cloth of Gould, with a Croſſe 
of white Cloth of Gold. After that the iij. Biſhoppes had 
ſenced the Corpes, and caſt holy Water, manye Noblemen 
gave their Attendaunce, as the Lord Gerard, the Lord John 
Graye of Dorſett, Sir Richard Crofts Steward of his Houſe, 
Sir William Ovedall Comptroller of the ſame, Sir. John 
Mortimer, Sir Walter Baſkerville, Sir John Harle, Sir John 
Coruwall, Sir Richard de la Vere, Sir Thomas Inglefield, 
and others. Q 


The Earle of Surrey the principall Mourner being in his 


| Sloppe and Mantel of Blacke, having his mourning Hood 


over his Head, followed next to the Corpſe. Then the Earles 
of Shrewſbury and of Kent, with Sloppes and Hoodes onely, 
and the Lord Gray of Ruthen, and the Baron of Dudley, the 
Lord Powys, and Sir Richard Poole the Prince's Chamber- 
lcine, in like Wiſe. | 

The Canopie was borne over the Corpſe by Mr. Haward, 
Mr. Anthony Willobie of Brooke, Mr. Ratcliffe of Fitzwater, 
and Mr, St. John. | | 


At everye Corner of the Canopie was a Banner. Firſt, a 


Banner of the Trinitie, borne by Thomas Troys : The 


ſecond a Banner of the Patible, borne by Sir Thomas Blunt: 
The third a Banner of our Ladye, borne by Thomas 
Dudley : The fourth a Banner of St, George, borne by 
Edward Hungerford. | 

Next before the Corpſe was a Banner of the Prince's owne 
Armes, borne by Sir Griffith ap Rice, having on every Side 
of him an Officer of Armes. 112 

Before them went Two Spaniardes of the beſt Degree 
belonging to the Princeſſe. Before them the Purſuivants. 
Then followed the Biſhops, Abbots, and Priours. Before 
them walked the Parſon and all the ſecular Prieſts of the 
Towne ; and before them the Two Orders of Fryers of that 
Towne, having the Gentlemen before them. On every Side 
of the Proceſſion, and ſo behind towards the Corpſe, were 
Fowerſcore poore Men in blacke mourninge Habits, holding 
Fowerſcore newe Torches, beſides all the Torches of the 
Towne. And ſo the Corpſe was conveyed into the Queere 
of the Pariſhe Church there, where was placed a light Hearſe, 


about 
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about the which were ordained certaine Stooles for Mourner, 
covered with black Cloth, which afterwards the Officers of 
Armes tooke for their Fees. | 255 

Then began the Dirige; and an Officer of Armes in 3 
high Voice at the Queere Doore, For Prince Arthur 
Soule, and Chriſten Soules, Pater Neofter. Then the 
Biſhoppes of Lincolne, Saliſbury, and Cheſter read the 
Three Leſſons; and when the Dirige was done; all the 
Lords, Knights, Officers of Arms, and other Gentlemen 
accompanyed the ſaid Mourners to the Caſtle. That Night 
there was ordeyned a goodly Watch. 

On the Morrowe the Biſhop of Cheſter ſong our Ladye' 
Maſſe, which was ſong with Children, and prickt Songue 
with Organes. At that Maſſe no Man offred but the Earl: 
of Surrey as chiefe Mourner. All the other Mourners and 
Officers of Armes accompanied him, and he had both Carpet 
and Cuſhion. Sir William Ovedall, Comptroller of the ſaid 
Prince's Houſes, gave him his Offring, which was a Piece 
of Gould of x14, and always as often as the ſaide Earle 
offred the Maſſe Pennyes, a Gentleman of his owne bare 
his Traine. 

The ſecond Maſſe of the Trinitie was ſonge by the 
Biſhoppe of Saliſbury and the Queere, without Organes or 

Children. And at that Maſſe the Earle of Surrey offred 
a Piece of Gould and v*. for the Maſle Pennye, accompanied 
as before. 

The third Maſſe was of Requiem, ſonge by the Bisſhoppe 
of Lincoln. At that Maſſe the Earle of Surrey offred 4 
Noble for the Maſſe Pennye, accompanied as before rehearſed. 
Then the Earles of Shrewſbury and Kent offred, but they had 
no Carpet nor Cuſhion. Then the Lord Ruthen and the 
Baron of Dudley, Then the Lord Powys and Sir Richard 
Poole. Then the L. Gerard and the Lord John Greye d 
Dorſett. Then the Ambaſſadors of Spaine, Don Peter de 
Praule and the Earle of Surrey, offred for themſelves, and 
they bare theire owne Offerings. After them all noble 
Banneretts, Batchelors, and noble People in great Number. 
After them the Bayliffs and all Burgeſſes of the Towne, 

That Offering done, Doctor Edenham, Almoner and 
Confeſſor of the ſaid Prince, ſaid a noble Sermon, and tooke 
to his Antyteme Beati mortui qui Domino morientur. That 
faid and done, he went to the Dolle, and gave everye poore 
Man and Woman a Groate. At that Maſſe the Abbot of 
Shrewſbury was Goſpeller, and the Abbot of Burrye 
Epiſtoler: And when Maſſe was done, the Lords went 10 


Dynner to the Caſtle, That Night at Dirige none wy =

the Divine Service. And on the Morne the Lord o 
Shreweſbury offred a Noble for the Maſs Pennye, in the 
Abſence of the Earle of Surrey; which Maſſe was ſonge by 
Note by the Abbot of Shrewſbury. | | 

The rich Charre was prepared in Manner as enſeweth, 
drawne with.vi. Horſes trapped with blacke Cloth, having 
rich Scocheons of Gould beaten on Buckram, and 3 Charriot 
Men in mourning Habite. The Bales of the Charre were 
covered with blacke Velvett, and the Sides of the ſame. Over 
the Charre was a Cloth of blacke Velvett, with a Croſſe of 
white Cloth of Gould, 3 

Item, there was ordeyned another Cloth of fine black Cloth 
to cover that Cloth from Duſt and the Weather, with a 
Croſſe of white Damaſke ; and in the foule Weather a ceared 
Cloth was put all over the Cheſt with the Corpes, in the 
Chatre covered with rich blacke Clothe of Gould before ſpoke 
of, All the Mourners followed the Charre with mourning 
Hoodes over their Heades. At every Corner of the Charre 
a Banner was borne by Noble Men through the Townes. 
There and by all the Waye Two Noblemen went on every 
Side of the Draught Horſes, with mourning Hoodes over 
their Heads. 

Next afore the fore Horſes Sir Griffith ap Rice in mourning 
Habitt, rode on a Horſe trapped with Blacke, with a little 


Scocheon in his Courſer's Forehead ; and ſo had the Four 


Horſes of the Draught, and no more, on the Forehead : He 
bore the Prince's Banner, before which Banner the Biſhops, 
and other Gentlemen before them, rode in good Manner. 

There were ordained vi**, Torch Bearers, whereof iijj**, 
bare Torches burning through Ludlowe, and the other xl. 
were ordained to ſupport them, When they were in tbe 
Field all the Torches were put out ſaving xxiiij. about the 
Charre, The Officers of Armes and the Sergeants of Armes, 
bearing the Banners, rode behind, as the Manner was, 

On St. Marke's Day the Proceſſion went from Ludlow to 
Beudley. It was the fouleſt cold windye and rainey Daye, 
and the worſt Waye that I have ſeene: Yea, and in ſome 
Places they were faine to take Oxen to drawe the-Charre, ſo 
ill was the Waye. Aſoone as the Corpſe was in the 
Chapple of Beaudley, and ſet in the Quiere there, with ſuch 
Lights as there was Room for, the Dirige begann, That 
done, the Lordes and other went to their Dinners, for it 
was a faſting Daye. On the Morne the Earle of Surrey 


offred at the Maſſe of Requiem a Noble in Manner as be- 
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fore. At which Maſſe Seaſon there Was a generall Dole of 
Pence, of Two Pence to every poore Man and Woman, 

Every Church that the Corpes remayned in was well 
furniſhed of Scochions of my Lord Armes, both of Mettall 
and Colors. And every Pariſh Church, or religious Place 
or Order that mett the Corpes with Proceſſion, and range 
their Belles, had a Noble of Gould, Fowre Torches, and 
Six Scochions of Armes. From Beaudley Sir Richard Croft 
and Sir William Ovedall, Steward and Comptroller of the 
Prince's Houſe, rode before to Worceſter, and ſuffered no 
Man nor other to enter the Gate of that Cirtie untill the 
Tyme the Corpes was come, And then every Thinge was 
ordered as followeth : : | 

Freſh Scocheons were ſett on the Charre, and draught 
H-rſes were mended, and vixx. new Torches delivered to 
the vi. Torch Bearers at the Towne's End. That Daye 
was faire, and then the Gentlemen rode Two and Two 
together, and all the other as were before ordered. The 
Order of Fryers cenſed the Corpſe at the Towne's End, and 
then proceeded to the Gate of that Cittie: At which Gate 
were the Bayliffs, and the honeſt Men of that Cittie on 
Foote. Alonge in a Rowe on everye Side were the Vicar 
Geacrall or Chauncclor of the Biſhopps of that See, with a 
good Number of ſecular Canons in grave Amys, with rich 
Copes: And other Curats, ſecular Prieſts, Clerks, and 
Children, with Surpliſſes in great Number, and 1 fupry: 
all the Torches of the Towne. Theſe went on every Side 
of the Street before the newe Torches; and all of them 
were as many as might well ſtande from the Towne Gate to 
the great Church. The Gentlemen were convayed through 
the Street on the left Hand before the Church Yard; at the 
which Gate the 11, Biſhopps in rich Copes cenſed the Corpes: 
And there it was taken out of the Charre, and convayed 
under the Canopie as before, with Banners and all Things. 
Within the Church Yard were the Abbotts and the Prior 
with his Covent all in Pontificalibus, that is to ſaie, the 
Abbots of Glouceſter, Eviſham, Cheſter, . Shrewſbury, 
Tewkſbury, Hayles, and Bordeſley, the Priors of Worceſter 
and of , . ., , And thus with Proceſſion 
proceeded through the Quiere to the Herſe, which was 
1 goodlyeſt and beit wrought and garnifhed that ever 

ſawe. | | 

There were xviii. Lights, Two'great Standards, a Banner 
of the King's Armes, a Banner of the Kinge of Spaines 
A; mes, a Bauger of the Queen's Armes, a Panner of the 
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Queene of Spaine's Armes, a Banner of the Prince's Armes 
a Banner of the Princeſſe's Armes, Two of Wales, One of 
Kadwallader, a Bannerell of Normandye, a Banerell of 
Guien, a Banerell of Cornwall, a Banerell of Cheſter, a 


Pancrell of Poyctowe, and 100 Pencills of divers Badges; 
alſo the rich Cloth of Majeſtie, well frindged and double 


rayled, covered with black Cloth, was layed under Foote, - 


which after was the Fees to the Officers of Armes. 

At Dirige were Nyne Leſſons, after the Cuſtome of that 
Church. The Firſt was read by the Abbot of Tewkſbury, 
the Second by the Abbot of Shrewſbury, the Third by the 
Abbot of Cheſter, the Fourth by the Abbot of Eaſham, the 
Fifth by the Abbot of Glouceſter, the Sixt by the Prior of 
Worceſter, the Seventh by the Buiſhop of Cheſter, the Eighth 
by the Buiſhop of Saliſbury, and the Ninth by the Buiſhop 
of Lincolne. At the Magnificat and Benedictus all that were 


in Pontificalibus did.cence the Corpes at once: At the ſame 


Tyme the Vicar Generall, with all the Seculars, ſange Dirige 
in our Ladyes Chapell. 

That Night there was a goodly Watche of Lordes, 
Knights, Eſquiers, Gentlemen Uſhers, Officers of Armes, 
Yeomen, and manye others. | 

On the Morne by viii. of the Clocke were all the Mourners 
redye at our Ladye Maſſe, which was ſonge by the Biſhoppe 
of Cheſter, An Abbot was the Goſpeller, and a Prior the 
Epiſtoler : At which Maſſe the Earle of Surrey offred as 
before at Ludlowe. | 

The Second Maſſe was of the Trinitie, ſonge by the Biſhoppe 
of Saliſbury. At which Maſſe the Earle of Surrey offred, 
viz, 58. for the Maſſe Pennye. At that Maſſe Two Abbats 
were Goſpellers and Epiſtolers. 


The Third Maſſe was of Requiem, ſonge by the Buiſhoppe 


of Lincolne. The Abbot of Hayles was Epiſtoler, and the 
Abbot of '"Tewkibury Goſpeller. 


The Manore of effringe at the Maſſe, viz. 


Firſt, the Carpet and the Cuſhion were laid, and all the 
Mourners, Noblemen, Officers, and Serjeants of Armes, 
went before him to the offring of that Maſſe Penney, and ſo 
conveyed him againe. Then Iwo of the Officers of Armes 
delivered the Cote Armes imbrodered unto the Earles of 
Shrewſbury and of Kent, and they and the Serjeants of 
Armes went before them. The Officers of Armes delivered 
the Shield to the Lord Graye Ruthen and the Lord Dudley: 


likewiſe the Sword, the Point forward, to the Lord —_— 
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and Sir Richard Poole. After that the Helme with the Creſt 
to the Lord John Graye of Dorſett and to the faid Sir 
Richard Poole. Then Sir John Mortimer, Bannerett, Sir 
Richard de la Vere, Bannerett, Sir Thomas Cornwall, and 
Sir Robert 'Throgmorton, Bachelors, convayed the Man of 
Armes, which was the Earle of Kildare's Sonne and Heire, 
called the Lord Garrard, armed with the Prince's owne 
Harneys on a Courſer richly trapped with a Trapper of Velvet 
embrothered with Needleworke of the Prince's Armes, with 
a Pollaxe in his Hande, the Head downwards, into the Midſt 
of the Queere, where the Abbot of Tewkſbury, Goſpeller 
of that Maſſe, received the Offring of that Horſe, Then 
the ſaid Man of Armes alighted, and was led with the Axe 
in his Hand, as before, to the Buiſhoppe, by Sir Richard 
Crofts Steward, and Sir William Ovedall Comptroller, and 
from thence to the Veſtrye: But to have ſeene the Weepi 
when the Offringe was done, he had a hard Heart that 
wept not. That done, the Three Earles went up together, 
and offred for themſelves. There went no Officer then 
before them, nor Carpetts nor Cuſhion after them. The 
Barons, Baneretts, and Bathelors, and all Men that would, 
ſaving thoſe of the Cittie, becauſe of the Sickneſs that then 
| ' rained amongeſt them, offred in our Ladye Chappell to the 
| Vicar Generall, who alſo kept there iij generall Maſſes. 
bi 0 All the Offrings of Money done, the Lord Powys went 
. to the Queere Doore, where Two Gentlemen Uſhers delivered 
him a rich Palle of Cloth of Gould of Tyſſue, which he 
| | offred to the Corpſe, where Two Officers of Armes receaved 
a at, and laid it along the Corpſe. The Lord of Dudley in 
) like Manner offred a Palle, which the ſaid Officers laid over 
the Corpſe, The Lord Greye Ruthen offred another ; and 
every each of the Three Earles offred to the Corpſe Three 
Palles of the ſame Cloth of Gould: The loweſt Earle 
began firſt. All the Palles were layd eroſſe over the Corpſe 

That done, the Sermon beganne, ſaid by a noble Doctor: 
Endureing which there was a great generall Dole of Groates 
to every poore Man and Woman. . 

At Tyme of St. John's Goſpell, Sir Griffith ap Rice 
offered to the Deacon the rich embrothered Banner of 11 
Lordes Armes. 

The Goſpell finiſhed, all the aforeſaid Prelats came and 
ſenced the Corpſe, with all the Covent ſtanding without the 
uttermoſt Barres, ſinging divers and many Anthemes. At 
every Kurie Elyeſon an Officer at Armes, with a high Voice, 
ſaid, For Prince Arthur's Soule, and all Chriſtiant Soules, 

Pater Mater. That finiſhed, a Miniſter of the 2 
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tooke awaye the Palles: And then Gentlemen tooke up the 
Corpſe and bare it to the Grave, at the South End of the 
High Altar of that Cathedrall Church, where were all the 
Divine Services. Then the Corpſe, with Weeping and fore 
Lamentation, was laid in the Grave: The Oriſons were ſaid 
by the Biſhop of Lincolne, alſo fore Weeping, He ſett the 
Croſſe over the Cheſt, and caſt holye Water and Earth thereon. 
His Officer of Armes, ſore weeping, tooke of his Coate of 
Armes, and caſt it along over the Cheſt right lamentably. 
Then Sir William Ovedall Comptroller of his Houſhold, fore 
weeping and crying, tooke the Staffe of his Office by both 
Endes, and over his owne Head brake it, and caſt it into 
the Grave, In likewiſe did Sir Ric. Croft Steward of his 
Houſhold, and caſt his Staffe broken into the Grave. In 
likewiſe did the Gentlemen Uſhers their Roddes. This was 
a piteous Sight to thoſe who beheld it. : 
All Things thus finiſhed, there was ordeyned a great 
Dinner : And in the Morne a Proclamation was made openly 
in that Cittie, that if any Man could ſhewe any Victualls 
unpaid in that Countrey, that had beene taken by any of 
that noble Prince's Servants before that Daye, they ſhould 
come and ſhewe it to the late Steward, Comptroller, and 
Cofferer, and they ſhould be contented. a —

I. THOMAS DE BINGHAM. 


HERE is no Mention of this Thomas de Bingham any 

where in the College Regiſters till the Year 1364, at 

which Time he took Poſſeſſion of the Church of Weareſtly, in 

Huntingdonſhire, for the College ; though that he was made 
the Firſt Maſter by the Foundreſs is paſt all Queſtion. 

In the Archieves of the Univerſity it is ſaid, that Mr. 
Thomas de Bingham left the Office of Proctor Anno 1363. 

In 1389, the Univerſity in a Supplicate to Pope Boniface 
the ixth, for a Diſpenſation and Proviſion for Thomas de 
Bingham, that he might be made Canon of Lichfield, ſtilet 
him Preſbyter of the Dioceſe of York, Maſter of Divinity, 
Subdean and Canon and Prebendary of Wythlakington ia 
the Church of Wells. 

Another Supplicate, and that more ancient, calls Thomas 
de Bingham, Maſter of Arts, and Batchelor in Divinity, and 
Rector of Weſtmyle in Lincoln Dioceſe, 

In 1390, Thomas de Bingham changed his Rectory of 
Bingham with William Bedeman for the Rectory of Grandeſden 
the Leſs; and having obtained Leave of Non-Reſidence 
from the Biſhop of Ely in 1391 for Two Years, he died 
within that Space of Time. 


IL ROBERT 
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I ROBERT DE THOR. 

His Name, as Maſter of the College, from the Year 1373 
to 1389 (which is the Time he is ſuppoſed to have been 
Maſter) is not ſo much as once mentioned in any ancient 
Writing now extant. . Neither is he called Fellow, nor any 
other before Richard Morrys, in any Catalogue. | . 
But that he was Fellow is plain, if by no other Reaſon, 
yet for that of his being Maſter : For in the chooſing a 
Maſter, the ancient Statutes are ſo ſtrict in directing that the 
Choice ſhall be out of the Fellows of the Society, that about 
One hundred Years afterward they were forced to get a 


Diſpenſation from the Pope to do otherwiſe. 


III. RICHARD MORRYS. 


Mr. Richard Morrys was Maſter of this College in 1389 


(ſays an imperfect Regiſter in the College) but when he was 
choſen is uncertain, 

In 1389, the Univerſity ſupplicates the Pope for a Diſpen- 
tion and Proviſion for Richard Morrys, Preſbyter of London 
Dioceſe, Maſter of Arts, and Scholar in the Canon Law, 
who was then poſſeſſed of the Church of Meſden in the 
Dioceſe of Canterbury. | 

The Time of his being Maſter appears from a certain 
Indenture made in December 1389, between Nicholas Abbot 
of Notely and the Convent there, and Richard Morrys 
Maſter, and the Scholars of the Hall of Mary Valence. The 
ſame Richard Morrys and the Fellows, Three Years after, 
on the 17. Cal. December 1392, admitt one Thomas de 
Sutton to the Maſterſhip of the Grammar School of Tilney. 

Mr. Richard Morrys, Maſter of the Chantry of Beauvaley, 


in the Church of Corberley in the Dioceſe of Worceſter, 


having changed with Mr. John Goodhyne for the Vicarage of 
Midleton in the Dioceſe of Ely, was preſented to it by the 
Rector thereof on the gth of July 1401: And afterwards 
changing that Vicarage for that of Greſham in Norwich 
Dioceſe, was preſented to it by the Prior and Canons of the 
Church of the Holy Sepulchre of Thetford, November 24th 
1404. | | 
IV. JOHN ' TINNEMOUTH, 


In the Year 1364, John de Tinnemouth, and John de 


Appleby, Clerks, were preſent when Mr. Thomas de Bing-

That be was Maſter in the 12th Year of the Reign of 
King Henry the ivth, that is 1411, appears from a Letter of 
Attorney granted by Mr. John Sudbury Maſter, and the 
Scholars of this Houſe, to certaine Fellows, concerning ag 
Affair relating to Grantifden, That he was Fellow too there 
4s no Doubt. wy 

In the Year 1390, the Univerſity ſupplicates the Pope for 
a Diſpenſation and Proviſion for John Sudbury Clerk, of 
Norwich Dioceſe, Batchelor of Laws, then poſleſſed of the 
-Canonry and Prebend of Brightling in the Collegiate Church 
of Haſtings in the Dioceſe of Chicheſter, | 

For what Reaſon he left the Maſterſhip is hard to he 
determined; but leave it he did about the Feaſt of All 
Saints 1428, and lived Six Years afterwards, being a very 
good Benefactor tothe College, both in Books and Money, 
He alſp gave a Piece-of Plate to the College. 

Whetber he was Rector of Ditton before he left the 
College is not certain, but that he was Rector of that Church 

in 1430 is without Queſtion ; and yet he ſeems to have lived 

in the College at that Time, for in 1432 there is Mention of 
mending the Walls of Mr. John Sudbury's Chamber.

In certain Letters of Proxy dated 1442, he is ſtiled 
Licentiate in the Decretals; and in the ſame Year Chancellor 


Weariſley in 1446, John Langthon occurs as Maſter or 
Keeper: And in 1447, iu the King's Letters Patents he is 
called Maſter, without any other Title. 

Matthew Stokys, Beadle of the Univerſity of Cambridge, 
and a curious Searcher into its Antiquities, calls him Chan- 
cellor of the Univerſity and Biſhop of Bangor : But the 
Biſhop of Landaff (Fran. Godwin) in his Book de Præſulibus 
Angliz, ſtiles him John Langthon, Preſident of Pembroke 
Hall in Cambridge and Chancellor of that Univerſity ; and 
ſays he was conſecrated Biſhop of St. David's in 1446, and 
that he died on the 15th Day after his Conſecration. But 
how doth this agree with the above-mentioned Letters Patent 
of the King ? a 

In the Archives of the Univerſity we find this Entry, Pray 
for Mr. John Langthin Biſbeß of St. David's, Chancellor, 
who did and procured many good Things for us. 


VII. HUGH DAMLETT. 


He was Fellow of the College, and choſen Maſter before 
December the 18th 1448 ; for on that Daya Title was given 
to John Leviſon, Fellow, in his and the Fellows Names, 
directed to Thomas Biſhop of Norwich. | : 

In 1426, he himſelf had a Title which ran thus: To the 
Reverend Father in Chriſt Philip by the Grace of God Biſhop 
of Ely, your humble and devoted the Maſter and Fellows of 
the College of Mary Valence, all Manner of Reverence and 
filial Subjection; We preſent to your Paternity our beloved 
Fellow Hugh Damlett, Bachelor of Arts, that he may receive 
all ſacred Orders, &c. | 

In 1432, in an Appeal of the Univerſity to the Pope, he 
is ſtiled Regent in the Faculty of Arts, and Proctor of the 
Univerſity, William Gull was Proctor with him: Mr. 
William Laſſels being then Chancellor. 4

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He was ſcarce Three Years Maſter 4. | OILS 
He gave ſome Books to the College, One whereof had this 
Inſcription : This Book was cauſed to be writ by Mr. Hugh 
Damlett, Doctor in Divinity, and Rector of the Church of 
St. Peter, Prince of the Apoſtles in Cornhill, London. 
Whether that was a Convent of Friers, or whether he was 
Abbot or Prior any where elſe is a Doubt: But in the Year 
1458, as he came through this Place, the Fellows very kindly 
paid their Reſpects to him, which is thus remembred : Item, 
For the Repaſt of Mr, Hugo and his Friers, Twelve Pence. 
He died in 1476, or alittle ſooner, that is, about Twenty 
Six Years after he left the College. | 
It is ſaid that no Fellows were elected into the College 
ducing the Time that he was Maſter. 


VIII. LAURENCE BOOTH. 


He was choſen Maſter 1450. It is very likely that he 
never. was Fellow of the College; for in a certain Bull of 
Pope Nicholas vth. we find that he (the Pope) was willing 
to grant the Fellows their Requeſt; and ſince they affirmed 
there was not one among 'em whom they thought fit to 
preſide over the College as Affairs then were, gave them 
Power to choole a Maſter (notwithſtanding the Statutes to 
the contrary) who was neither then Fellow, nor had at any 
Time been Fellow, or indecd ever belonged to the College. 
This Bull came out the 8th of the Kalends of December 
1450, and was directed to Laurence Bꝛoth. 
in England. Doubtleſs the Fellows petitioned for this Bull 
Time enough, but the Court of Rome being very tedious 
in their Diſpatches, the Election was made ſome Months 
before it was granted: For the Election was in the third 
Week after Eaſter 1450, which that Year fell before the 

Kalends of May. | 


In 1.458, October the 1oth, he is tiled Laurence Booth, 
Licentiate in Civil Law, Maſter. 

In 1444, March the 6th, the Biſhop of Ely conferred the 
Rectory of Cottenham on this Gentleman, Mr. Laurence 
Booth, then Deacon, reſerving a Penſion for Life of Twenty 
Marks to Mr. Thomas Walton, who reſigned in 1446. *

But the great Deſerts of this Perſon were not long without 
their dur Reward, 

In 1456, December 2d, Mr. Laurence Booth, being then 
Keeper of the Privy Seal, reſigned his Rectory of Cottenham. 
In 1457, September 15, he was made Biſhop of Durham : 
Fifteen Years after he was conſtituted Lord High Chancellor 
of England; and Five Years after that Arch Biſhop of 
A | | 

He was a very great Benefactor to the College, particularly 
in the Gift of all thoſe Houſes which are ſituated between 
the College and St. Botolph's Church, and in the Confirma- 
tion of Soham, Linton, and Iſleham to the College, all 
which were very near being loſt in the firſt Year of Edward 
the ivth. 

In the Time of his being Chancellor of the Univerſity, 
that Compoſition (which makes ſuch a Noiſe) between the 
Univerſity and King's College, was made 1457: Mr. 
Millington, formerly Provoſt of King's then Maſter of Clare 
Hall, being Vice Chancellor, 

He died 1480, having been Arch Biſhop of York almoſt 
Four Years, and Maſter of the College fnll Thirty, and was 
buried in the Chappell of our Lady at Southwell, 


By his laſt Will he gave to the College that valuable 


Mannor of Overton Watervile, otherwiſe called Cherry Orton, 


in the County of Huntingdon, with the perpetual Advowſon 
of the Rectory. 


IX. THOMAS ROTHERAM. 


Thomas Scot, called Rotheram from the Place of his 
Birth, was one of the firſt Fellows of King's College, 
Chapla'n to the Earl of Oxford, then to King Edward the iv. 
who procured him to be Provoſt of Beverley ; then Keeper 
of the Privy Seal; Biſhop of Rocheſter 1467; Biſhop of 
Lincoln 1471; Lord High Chancellor of England 1474 3 
then Chancellor of the Univerſity. He built the School 
Gates, and the Eaſtern Part of the Library. 

He gave Ten Pounds to the repairing of St, Mary's Church: 
And endowed Lincoln College in Oxford. In 1479, he gave 
at One Time 27 Volumes to the Univerſity Library. 
le was choſen Maſter in 1480, and in the ſame Year Arch 
Biſhop of York. In 1483, the Protector, Richard Duke of 
Glouceſter, deſigning to murder his Nephews the Sons of 

wy Cee 2 | King 


4 Godwin, de Præſul. 482. 
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King Edward iv. brought the Archbiſhop into very great 
Streights, for delivering the Great Seal to the Queen their 
Mother, and ſiding with her; but the Univerſity having the 
greateſt Eſteem for him, interceeded with the Protector on 
his Behalf. | 

In 1488, May 28, being Chancellor, he made that Decree, 
That no Grace ſhould be propoſed to the Houſe, unleſs 
Twenty Maſters Regents and Non-Regents were preſent, and 
* were given of the Congregation by the ringing of 
the Bell. 

He gave to the Univerſity the Patronage of the Vi 
of Campſall in Yorkſhire, and finiſhed Lincoln College in 
Oxford, and added Five Fellowſhips to the ſame 4. 

He was Secretary to Four Kings, and Legate of the 
Apoſtolick Chair, and died of the Plague on the 29th Day of 
May 1 500, at Cawood in Yorkſhire, being 76 Years of Age. 


X. GEORGE FITZHUGH, 


He was choſen Maſter 1488. In 1478 he was admitted 
Batchelor of Arts, with Liberty to go out Maſter when he 
99 ; to be Regent or not, as he thought fit. In 1480 
ze had Leave to be at all publick Acts without his Habit; 
in 1482 to be abſent from Congregations; and in 1483 to 
go out Doctor in Divinity. 

It is thought that upon the Deceaſe of his Brother, who 
was a Baron, the Honor deſcended to him. That he had 
his Chaplain is certain; for in 1501, we find this Entry in 
the College Regiſter, Spenr with Mr. Borow the Maſter's 
Chaplain, Eight Pence, Oliver Coſen, Preſident of the 
College, in a Letter ſigned by him and all the Fellows, bath 
theſe Expreſſions, Honourable, and my ſingnlar good Lord and 
Maſter : And, Your Letter, my Lord, written to me your 
Schelar and Heeilſinan: And, I meekly beſeech your Lordſhip: 
And, God preſerve your Lordſhiþ in good Health, A Piece 

of Flattery, were not thoſe Titles due to him, not more un- 
becoming, than deſpiſed by the Society of Pembroke Hall, 

Some are of Opinion that he was a Suffragan, or perhaps 
an Abbot; but it doth not appear that he had any other 
Preferment than the Deanery of Lincoln, 

In 1496, he was Chancellor of the Univerſity, continued 
fo for Two Years, and in 1501 he was Chancel.or again. 
He died Maſter in the Year 1505. 


XI. ROGER

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xl. ROGER LABOURNE, 


He was a Gentleman of a very ancient Houle, born near 
Carliſle, Fellow of the College in 1488, and in 1489 he 
was junior Proctor in the Univerſity n ods 

Upon the iſt September 1503 he became. Biſhop of 
Carlifle, being then Doctor in 1 and on the 2gth of 
November 1505 was choſen Maſter of the College. 

It was almoſt a Year before he came to the College after 
his Election, and within another Year he left it by Death. 


XII. RICHARD FOX. 
It is a Queſtion whether he ever was Fellow of the College. 
For in the Letter which the Fellpws ſent to Labourne upon 
his Election, they tell him, there was not a Man in Engla 
bred in the College, beſides. himſelf, that was worthy of that 
place; yet Fox, at the ſame Time, was poſſeſſed of all thoſe 
Honours he enjoyed when he was choſen Maſter Two Years 
after, In 1502, Five Years before he was choſen Maſter, 
he gave to the College Fifty Pounds Sterling for Two Prieſts 
to pray for the Soul of John Dawiſon, Dean of Sarum, and the 
Proſperity of him Richard Fox, Biſhop of Wincheſter, - 
He was Lord Privy Seal, Secretary, and Privy Councellor; 


Ambaſſador iato Scotland; Biſhop of Exeter 1486, of Bath 
and Wells 1491, Durham 1494, and Wincheſter 1502; 
and likewiſe God-father to King Henry the Eigth: 
1500 he was Chancellor of the Univerſity, being then Biſhop 
of Durham. = 81 
There are ſeveral Reaſons given for his founding a College 
(Corpus Chriſti) rather at Oxford than in Cambridge: As 
his being extremely diſpleaſed with the Fellows of his own 
College, particularly with one Hudſon, and that in fo great 
a Degree, as to threaten to leave them, as in Truth he di 
ſome Time after: The Examples of other People, as t 
of Rotheram and Smith of Pembroke Hall, who were great 
Benefactors to Lincoln and Brazen-Noſe Colleges in Oxford: 
of Wickham and Wainfleet Biſhops of Wincheſter, ' who 
were Founders of New College and Magdalen: And the great 
Veneration, and frequent Dedications to the Body of 
Chriſt at that Time, might perhaps prevail with him t6 
reſolve to build a College in Oxford to the Honour of that 
Name, which he could not do att Cambridge, .there being 
in that Univerſity one before. But the chief of all att laſt 
was, that Oidham Biſhop of Exeter (who was a Cambridge 
Man too) had gathered together a vaſt Summ of Money, 
Which he had deſigned for Exeter College; but changing his 


Mind, .

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Mind, reſolved to place it att Oxford: With him Fox 
| joined, and by that Means got as much Hohor, and ſaved 
more Money than he would have done any other Way. 

IP : Re reſigned his Maſterſhip the latter End of 1 518, or 
the Beginning of 1519. He died 1528, having finiſhed 
ſeveral ſumptuous Buildings at Taunton in Somerſetſtire, 
and at Grantham in Lincolnſhire (which is thought to have 
been the Place of his Birth) and at Wines Cathedral, i in 
Which he lies buried. 


XIII. ROBERT SHORTON, '$CHURTOX, 
or SHIRT ON. . 


He was choſen Fellow of the College on November 24, 
1 305. In 1507 Publick Preacher 1 In 1509 Bachelor of 
Divinity. and Senior Treaſurer: In 1511 Doctor of Divinity, 
Compounder, and Publick Reader of Divinity. The firſt 
Mention of him in the Archives of the Univerſity as Maſter 
is on June 4, 1519. He came from St. John's Cos 
where he was the ſecond Maſter, 1 

Ie was Canon of Windſor, Dean of the Chappel to 
Cal Woolſey, and Dean of the College of Stoke in 
Suffolk, which was ſuppreſſed in the Nane of K. Edward 
the Sixth. 

He left the College in the Beginning of 1534, being a 
very good Benefactor to it. He gave the Mannor of Veſcie 
In Cheſterton, in Huntingdonſhire, to the College; beſides 
very good Gifts to the Chapel: Alſo the Farm called Rouſes, 
in Overton Waterviie. He likewiſe gave to the College 1 
Sum of Money, with which the Farm in Wittlesford, in the 
County of Cambridge, called Beauties or Henlies, was 8 
chaſcd. Not only this College, but thoſe of St. John's, 
St. Peter's, and St. Katherine's Hall were nn of his 
Liberality. 


XIV. ROBERT SWIXEURNE. 


hence this Gentleman was is uncertain. It appears 
that he was Maſter of Aris in 1520, at which Time he w3 
Auditor. of the Univerſity Common Cheſt, with Mr. Stephen 
Gardiner then Vice Chancellor, and others. 

He was, a very great Nalefactor (may I ſay ſo ?) to the 
College: For beſides ſundry other bad Deeds, he alienated 
all thoſe Houſes between St. Botolph's Church and, the 
College; and preſented to the Vicarage of Weatilley in 


feen February 21, 1536, and to the View 
A 
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of Saxthorp in Norfolk, 1537, one William Tod and one 
Anthony Temple, neither of them Fellows of the College. 
The laſt Mention of him as Maſter is in October 1537. 
It is thought he left the Maſterſhip for the Vicarage of Titney 
in Nottinghamſhire, He died in the Beginning of 1539.” 


XV. GEORGE FOLBERIE. 

In 1514, Folberie was Quzſtioniſt : In 1519 he and 
Cranmer were Two of the Preachers: February 10, 1539, 
he preſented. one of the Fellows to the Vicarage of Tilney : 
May 24, 1540, he held a Court at Soham; and died that 


Year. He was Doctor in Divinity when he was choſen 
Maſter, | 


XVI. NICOLAS RIDLEY. 


He was of an ancient and good Family in Northumber- 
land, and educated at Newcaſtle ; * Scholar of the Colledge, 
Bachelor of Arts, choſen Fellow 1524, Maſter of Arts 
I525, 

15 with others, in 1533, publickly, and with good 
Succeſs diſputed with George Throgmerton an Oxonian, 
who, with John Aſhwell, had challebged the Univerſity of 
Cambridge. 

In 1534 he was Proctor of the Univerſity ; and, as him- 
ſelf ſays in a Letter of his, Chaplain and Common Reader. 
In 1537 he was Bachelor in Divinity. 

He was called to, be Vicar of Herne in Eaſl Kent, by that 
molt Reverend Father Thomas Cranmer Arch Biſhop of 
Canterbury, and made Prebendary of Canterbury. 

In October, or at fartheſt in November, 1540, he was 
choſen Maſter, and that ſame Year was Doctor in Divinity; 
and departing from the College he travelled to Paris, and at 
his Return was made Chaplain to King Henry the viiith. 

On the 25th of September 1547, he was conſecrated 
Piſhop of Rocheſter ; and in 1549 (Edmund Bonner being 
turned ont) Biſhop of London. King Edward the Sixth 
deligned him for the See of Durham. 

In 1550, September 1ſt, in a Letter of Bucer's to 
Grindall, he is called Viſitor of the Univerſity of Cambridge, 
by which probably is meant Chancellor ; for he is not named 
among King Edward the Sixth's Viſitors. | 

Queen Mary coming to the Crown, be gave place to 
Bonner on the 5th of Auguſt 1553, and ſuffered Martyrdom 
with Biſhop Latimer at Oxford, October 16, 1555, haviug 
frſt taken his Farewell of the College in theſe Words: 


Farewell Pembroke Hall, of late mine own College, my

* knoweth. I hear, not well. Thou waſt ever named ſince

He came from St. John's College, and it is likely by the 
Queen's Mandate 1554; being Doctor of Divinity, ſome- 
time Publick Profeſſor, and then Vice Chancellor, it Stokys

Upon the Reſignation of Mr. Riſley he was preferred to 
Streatham, April 24th 1554; and about the ſame Time had 
a Prebend of Ely : And he and the Dean of Ely, by Agree-

: In 1556 he was one of thoſe that made the Prodtor's

He was a rigid Romaniſt, which occaſioned many ſharp 
Conflicts between him and Bucer. 

At the Arrival of Queen Elizabeth's Viſitors in 1559, he 
left his Maſterſhip on the 20th of July following. 


XVII EDMUND GRINDALL 


He was born at St. Bees in Cumberland: Scholar! 
Bachelor of Arts, and Fellow of the College 1 538 : In 1549 
Motte of Aris: July 4th 1544, he had the College 1155 
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for Orders: In 1548 Proctor of the Univerſity: In 1549 
Preſident of the College, and Aſſiſtant to the Vice Chancellor 
in bis Court : Bachelor in Divinity : And by Biſhop Ridley's 
Means, one of the King's Chaplains : Yet he left not his 
Fellowſhip until 1553. | : 

Upon Queen Mary's Acceſſion to the Crown he fled into 
Germany; and there is a Letter of his to Ridley iu Print, 
dated from Francfort. May 6th, 1555. 

In the Beginning of Queen Elizabeth's Reign he returned, 
and was made by her Biſhop of Londoa, and conſecrated on 
the 1ſt December 1559, Bonner being again turned out. 

Before his Conſecration he was choſen Maſter, which att 
firſt he refuſed, with a great many Excuſes ; but att laſt did 


accept thereof: And on the 3d Augult 1559, the fourteenth 


Day after he was choſen, being then Bachelor of Divinity, and 
Biſhop of London elect, he appointed Mr. John Pilkington 
to be admitted Maſter for him, and that very Day had Leave 
of Abſence, which was continued from time to time; ſo that 
he was never in the College at the Time of his Maſterſhip, 
which he reſigned about May 1562, 

In 1564 he went out Doctor of Divinity: In 1570, May 
20th, he was tranſlated to the Arch Biſhoprick of York ; and 
in 1575 to that of Canterbury. b | 

He was a Benefactor «to Queen's College in Oxford; to 
Magdalen and Chriſt College in Cambridge ; to Canterbury 
Town, and the Poor of Croydon. 

He founded a School at St. Bees in Cumberland, and en- 
dowed it with Land of the annual Value of 3o Pounds. 

In this our College he founded the Greek Lectureſhip, 
and gave a Stipend out of the Mannor of Weſtbury in 
Aſhwell 1 568. 

He obtained Letters of Mortmain of Queen Elizabeth for 


Forty Pounds per Annum, whereot the College now enjoys 


about 24 Pounds per Annum, for the Maintenance of One 
Fellow, and Two Scholars to be taken out of his School at 
St. Bees. 

He gave alſo ſome Books to the College, and a gilt Cup 
of Forty Ounces, called the Canterbury Cup. 

He was a religious and grave Man, and flouriſhed in great 
Eſteem with Queen Elizabeth, vortill by the cuning Practices 
of his Adverſaries he quite loſt her Favor; they ſuggeſt: g 
that he countenanced the Conventigles of the turbulent 
Miniſters and their Prophecies (as they tertved them) but in 
Truth it was becauſe he condemned the unlawful Marria 
0: Talio an Italian Phiſitian with wy Mag's Wite, whilh 
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the Earl of Leiceſter, the Queen's great Favourite, in yain, 
oppoſed his Proceedings therein. 

He had the Misfortune to be blind Two Years bed his 
Death, which was in the Sixty-fourth Year of his Age, and 
was buried at Croydon 1583. 

That famous Poet, Spencer (who. was i this College too) 

jaments him in one of his Paſtorals under the Name of

XIX. MATTHEW HUTTON: 


He was Fellow of Trinity College, Bachelor of Divinity 
May 14th 1562, choſen Mater. Being Grindall's Chaplain, 
it is probable that when he reſigned, he recommended * 
to the College. 

In 1563; September 4, be became Rector of Boxworth ig 
Cambridgeſhire, which he reſigned March 28th 1576; be 
alſo left his Prehend of Ely, June 25th 1567. 

In 1565 he took his Doctor of Divinity's Degree, and 
was made Pubiick Profeſſor in the Univerſity with Whitgift. 

In 1567 he leit the College for the Deanery of York: In 
1589 he was made Bilhop of Durham, and in 1594 Arch 
Biſhop of York. 

He gave a Hundred Marks towards the Buildings in 
Trinity College, and founded an Haſpitall at Wareton in the 
County of Lancaſter. He was a learned and pious Prelate, 
and died 1605. | 


XX. JOHN WHITGIFT. 


e was born at Grimſby in Lincolnſhire, and brought up 
un:ler that moſt glorions Martyr Bradford in this College, 
and irom hence was chofen Fellow of Peter Honſe, Dr. Pern 
being then Maſter there, who protected him during the 
Reign of — Mary. 

April 21, 1567, he was choſen Maſter of this College, 
and the ſame Y ear created Doctor in Divinity. 

He was ſcarce Three Months here before he was choſen 
Maſter of Trinity College; then Divinity Profeſſor, and 
Regius Profeſſor, and twice Vice Chancellor, viz. 1571 and 
1574. He was Rector of Feverſham and Prebendary of Ely. 
Bur at his firſt coming to Trinity College he found Diviſions 
occaſioned by ſome who miſliked the ſolemn Rites and 
Government Eccleſiaſtical then ſettled and exerciſed in the 
Church, of whom Thomas Cartwright, the Lady Margaret's 
Profeſfor, was a chief Man, and with whom be entred the 
Lifts in \ Writing 3 but by his wife and diſct et 9 the 
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Matter was ſo managed that all Things were ſettled is Peace 


and Quietneſs again. 8 
April 21, 1577, he was made Biſhop of Worceſter, where 
he recovered the Revenues of that Biſhoprick then much 
impaired, and within Five Months afterwards Vice Preſident 
of Wales for almoſt Two Years and an Half. uh 
September 23d, 1583, he was made Arch Biſhop of 
Canterbury, which Honor he en;o;<d above Twenty Years 
with very great Applauſe. | Apes 
February 1, 1585,, he was made Privy Councellor, and 
died at Lambeth, February 29, 1603, being then above 
Seventy Years old. He gave ſome Books to the College. | 
His laſt Words to King James the, Firſt, 'who in Perſon 
viſited him the Day before he died, when he could hardly 


be underſtood, are reported to have been Pro Eceleſia Dei, 
Pro Eccleſia Dei, thereby intimating his Care thereof even 


to the laſt. | | 

The principal Monuments of his Charity are, an Hoſpital 
built College-wiſe at Croydon for a Warden and 28 Perſons, 
and a Free School near it, with a convenient Houſe for the 
Schoolmaſter, and a ſtanding Stipend of 20 l. per Annum, 


XXl. JOHN YOUNG, 


The ſecond Maſter of that Name, was a Londoner, and 
choſen Fellow 1553. When Bachelor of Arts, March 2eth 
1561, he had the College Title for Orders. He continued 
Fellow till 1563. | 

He was choſen Maſter July 12th 1567, being then Bachelor 
of Divinity; and after Two Years went out Doctor, and 
was Vice Chancellor 1568. | 

He expelled one Prettiman, a Scholar of the College, for 
his ill Behaviour, eſpecially for adminiltring the Sacraments, 
having no Orders. 

March 16th 1577, being conſecrated Biſhop of Rocheſter, 
he left the College, He refuſed the See of Norwich 1594, 
ſaying, it was not ſo eaſy for an old Man, ſince the Cuſhion 
was taken away from it, meaning, ſince Dr. Scambler had 
ſcambled away the Revenues thereof. He died April 1605. 


XXIll. WILLIAM FULKE. 


He was born at London, ſent to St. John's College very 
young ; from thence, preſently atier his taking his Bachelor 
of Art's Degree, (ſome think before) to Clifford's Ian: 
Thence coming to the Univeriity, he took his Maſter of Art's 
Degree, and was Fellow of St. John's College, 

DUd 2 ; Having 
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Having taken his Batchelor in Divinity's , there 
| happened ſuch a Diſſenſion in the College, that Fulke, who 
by bis Familiarity with Cartwright was turned Puritan, was 
plainly expelled thence. From the College he went to the 
Faulcon Inn, and there read Lectures, and held Diſputatichs 
and other Exerciſes, having his Pupils chiefly for Auditors, 

By the Earl of Leiceſter's Means, who took any Divines 
of Note, of what Principle ſoever, under his Care, he was 
made Rector of Warley in Eſſex, and Dyngiogton i in Suffolk, 
and alſo Doctor of Divinity. 

He was admitted Maſter May 1oth 1573: In, 1581 Vice 
Chancellor: In 1579, he gave Twenty Pound toward the 
Building of an Hoſtle: The College was at the reſt of the 
Charge. He gave allo a gilt Cup, with a Cover to it, to the 
College. 

In his Youth he wrote a Book of Meteors ; and when 
older confuted the Rhemiſh Tranſlation of the Bible. He 


died in 1589, and was buried at Dynniagton aforeſaid, with 
this Epitaph.

XXIII. LANCELOT ANDREWS. 


This Gentleman was alſo born at London, but deſcended 
from an ancient Family of the Andrews in Suffolk : He was 
educated at Merchant Taylors School; and by Thomas 
Wattes, Doctor of Divinity, Prebend and Rehdentiary of 
St. Paul's, and Arch Deacon of Middleſex (who had then 
newly founded ſome Scholar ſhips in this College) was ſent 
hither ; where he had the firſt of his ſaid Scholarſhips of

As ſoon as he was Bachelor of Arts, and fo capable of h 
Fellowſhip, there being then but one void, and Thomas 
Dove (afterwards Biſhop of pms, being then and 
there a Scholar alſo, and well approved of by many of the 
Society, the Maſter and Fellows put theſe Two yonng Men 
to a Tryall before them by ſome Scholaſtical Exerciſes, upon 
Performance whereof they preferred Sir Andrews, and choſe 
him into the Fellowſhip then void in 1574: Though they 
liked Sir Dove ſo well alſo, that (being loth to looſe him) 
they made him ſome preſent Allowance for his Maintenance, 
under the Title of a Tanguam Soctus, / I | 

Not long after he was made Vicar of St. Giles without 
Criplegate, London; then Prebendary and Reſidentiary of 
St. Paul's; after that Prebend of the Collegiate Church 
of Southwell. Upon the Death of Dr: Fulke, 1589, he 
was choſen Maſter of this e; then Chaplain in 


Ordinary to Queen Elizabeth, who took ſuch Delight in his 


Preaching and grave Deportment, that firſt ſhe beſtowed a 
Prebendary at Weſtminſter upon him; and 'not long after, 
the Deanery of that Place : And what ſhe inteaded further 

for him her Death prevented. POE ky 
He ſoon grew into far greater Eſteem with her Royal 
Succeſſor King James the Firſt, who made him Biſhop of 
Chicheſter in 1605, and Lord Almoner. From Chicheſter 
he was tranſlated to Ely in 1609, in which Time he was a 
Privy Counſellor, firſt of England, then of Scotland; and 
from Ely he was preferred to the Biſhoprick of Wincheſter 
in 1618, and to the Deanary of the King's Chappell, which 
Two laſt Preferments he held till his Death, which hapned 
about Eight Years after, in the 2d Year of the Reign of 
King Charles the Firſt: But the Maſterſhip of Pembroke 
Hall he reſigned in 1605, though he had a peculiar Regard 
and Love to this Place of his Education, for he gave the 
Coilege a Thouſand Pounds to purchaſe Lands. for Two 
Fellowſhips, to be ſupplied out of the Scholarſhips founded 
by the {aid Doctor Wattes, if his Schollars were fit for thoſe 
Places. He gave them alſo the perpetuall Advowſon of the 
Rectory of Rawreth in Eſſex; allo Three hundred and 
Seventy Volumes in Folio to increaſe their Library; together 
with a gilt Cup, Baſon, and Ewer, in all Points (as Weight, 
Faſhion, Inſcription, &c.) ſo like the Cup, Baſon, and Ewer 
given by the Foundreſs of the ſaid College, as that not 
coum ov ſimilius, not for the Continuance of his own 
Memory,

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Memory, but for fear that thoſe which ſhe had given, might 
miſcarry, and ſo her Remembrance might decay. hie 
departed this Life on the 25th of September 1626, in the 
7 iſt Year of his Age, and lieth buried in the upper Iſle of 
the Church of St. Saviour's, Southwark, where a very fair 
Monument of Marble and Alabaſter, on which lieth his Im 
dreſſed in his Robes as Prelate of the Order of the Garten, 
was erected to his Memory, with this Epitaph:

XXIV. SAMUEL HARSENET. 
He was Proctor of the Univerſity in 1593, and ſucceeded 


the above-mentioned Lancelot Andrews in 1605. In the 
ſame year he was Vice Chancellor, as he was again 1614. 
In one of his Vice Chancellorſhips Thomas Howard Earl of 
Suffolk was made Chancellor of the Univerſity. He anſwered 
the Orator's Speech by telling him, though he knew not 
Latin, he Knew the Sence to make him welcome, and that 
he would ſerve the Univerſity faithfully, c. Upon which 
the Vice Chancellor requeſted him to entertain King James at 
Cambridge, which accordingly he did in a very magnificent 
manner, at the expence of above 5000 l. He was ſucceſſively 
Biſhop of Chicheſter 1609, Norwich 1619, and Arch Biſhop 
of York 1628, He reſigned the Maſterſhip of the College 
in 1616, and died May 25, 1631. He lyeth buried in the 
Church of Chigwell in Eſſex, under a handſome Monument, 
on which is his Effigies in his archiepiſcopal Robes, 
XXV. NICHOLAS FELTON, D. D. 

He was choſe Maſter on June 29th 1616, and in 1617 
was elected Biſhop of Briſtol, and then Biſhop of Coventry 
and Litchfield (poſſibly deſigned only to that later See). He 
afterwards, in 1618, became Biſhop of Ely. He reſigned 


the Maſterſhip within Two Years after he had been elected 
Maſter, and died in 1627. „ 
XXVI JEROME BEALE. 

On the 2 1ſt of February 1618, he was admitted Maſter, 
being Batchelor in Divinity, Rector of Willingham near 
Cambridge, and Prebendary of Chicheſter and Ely. Ia 
1622 he was choſen Vice Chancellor, and was allo Sub 
Almoner and Chaplain to his then ſacred Majeſty King Charles.

The Third, bating that he enjoyed what was another 
Man's Right, was on all other Accounts worthy of his Poſt. 
He ſeems to have had an uncommon Affection for the Old 
Houſe, which exemplificd itſelf in the great Care he took of 
it, in repairing it, beautifying it, adding to its Buildings, 
and at his Death leaving to it a conſiderable Sum of Money 
for the Foundation of Scholarſhips, which through the lu- 
juſtice of his Executors has not been yet received; and we 
tear that after Abundance of Charge in Law-ſuits, a very 
{mall Proportion will be at laſt received. Well! upon the 
happy Reſtoration of our rightfult Monarch, the above 
mentioned Dr. Lany came again to his own, and to the 
Biſhoprick of Peterborough in 1660, then vacant, and con- 
tinued amongſt us for about two years, when he reſigned, 
being afterwards ſucceſſively Biſhop of Lincoln 1663, and 
Biſhop of Ely 1667. He died 1675. |

He was Rector of a College Living, viz. Overton Watervile 
in Huntingdonſhire, Proctor 1685, and ſucceeded Mr. 
Nathaniel Coga 1693. He commenced afterwards Doctor 
in Divinity, and was Vice Chancellor 1694; and had alſo 
the living of Lowth. He died March the gth 1706. 


XXXII. EDWARD LONG. 
Dr. Edward Long, Grand Nephew to the above mentioned
